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I have before m e " An Act to Itegulate Com- 
m ercc,” passed by the Congress o f the United 
States and approved by the President on the 4th 
-day o f February, 1887. I am asked by the South­ 
ern Pacific Company, a common carrier largely 
engaged in interstate transportation, for an in­ 
terpretation and construction of Sections 1 ,2. 3 
and 4 of the Act, in order that it may conform to 
th ese provisions in its operations. 
For the first tim e in its history, tbe National 
Government has undertaken to exercise any 
considerable control over the railroads of the 
country, in so far as they are engaged in inter­ 
state and foreign transportation. The m agni­ 
tude o f the interests involved, and the effect 
w hich Congressional control, as asserted by the 
A ct in question, may have, not only upon the 
property, but upon all of the other great inter­ 
ests of the country, enhance the importance of 
th e investigation in hand, and call for a broad 
and liberal interpretation becoming the import­ 
ance of the subject. 
PROVISIONS OF THE ACT. 
Sections 1,2, 3 and 4 of the Act, after defin­ 
in g the class of carriers to whom its provisions 
shall apply, provide, substantially, that all 
charges m ade for services rendered ¿u the 
transportation of passengers and property shall 
be reasonable and ju st; that no unjust discrimi­ 
nation or undue or unreasonable preference or 
advantage shall be made against or given to 
any person or locality : that reasonable and 
equal facilities shall be given for the inter­ 
-change o f traffic between respective lines en ­ 
gaged in the bu sin ess; and that no common car­ 
rier affected by the Act shall charge or receive 
-any greater com pensation, in the aggregate, for 
the transportation of passengers or o f like kinds 
-of pr Aperty, under substantially sim ilar circum ­ 
stances and conditions, lor a shorter than for a 
longer distance, over the same line, in the same 
direction, the shorter being included in the 
longer distance. It is further provided that the 
Commissioners appointed under tbe Act may, 
in special coses, suspend the operation of the 
clause last reierred to. 
50UP.CE OF AUTHORITY FOr. LEGISLATION. 
The Constitution of the United States, Article 
I., Section 8, grants to the National Government 
power “ to regulate commerce with foreign 
nations and among the several States and with 
th e Indian tribes." It is under this grant of 
power that Congress finds its authority to cuaet 
the law in question, and for the tim e being we 
w ill assum e that the grant is broad enough for 
that purpose, and that the provisions o f the sec­ 
tions in question lie within the domain of na­ 
tional legislation. Upon this assumption, the 
power to enact such a law rests exclusively in 
the National Legislature, for in the regulation 
o f commerce among the States and with foreign 
nations, ** there can be only one system of 
rules applicable alike to the whole country, and 
th e authority which can act for the whole 
«country can alone adopt such system." 
(Couu- 
ty of Mobile vs. Kimbali, 102 U. 8. 691 ; Wabash 
etc., Railway Company vs. Illinois 118 U. S. 574; 
Gloucester Ferry Company vs. Pennsylvania, 114 
V .&. 202.) 
T his jurisdiction being exclusive, it follows 
that u n til Congress exercises its authority, for­ 
e ig n and interstate commerce is free and un­ 
tram m eled— (Welton vs. Missouri. 1 Otto, 275; 
Brown vs. Houston, 114 U. S., p. 622; the Mon- 
tello, 11 Wall, 411)—and that, so far as interstate 
transportation has heretofore been conducted by 
rail, there has been no law applicable to or gov­ 
erning the same. The power to regulate inter­ 
state commerce has never been exercised by the 
N ational Government, either by the enactment 
o f a code o f rules or by the adoption o f the law 
o f England governing the relations between 
carriers and their patrons.* 
No Act o f a State Legislature applying in spe­ 
cific terms to such commerce, and providing 
rules or regulations therefor or apply’ng the 
com m on law as a rule of action, could affect 
the same. 
In seeking for tbe intent of the national legis­ 
lature in passing the Act in question, it is of the 
first importance to bear in mind that heretofore 
there has been no law in the United States re­ 
lating to the subject matter here considered. 
T his fact, coupled with the history o f the times, 
rem oves much o f the difficulty in the way of in­ 
terpreting and construing the sections in ques. 
lion . 
RAILROAD AND NATIONAL DEVELOPMENT. 
In the year I860 there was in operation in the 
United States but 30,635 rr les of railroad, and 
n early one-half of the territory af the Federal 
jurisdiction was waste and without the de­ 
m in ion of w hite man. 
Within 
a quarter 
■of a century 100,000 m iles of railroad have 
been constructed, much o f 
it in advance 
o f civilisation, and a territory has l*cn opened 
up and given to useful purposes greater in ex ­ 
tent than many empires, and of a value to the 
com m ercial interests o f the world that cannot 
even at th is mom ent be estimated. 
The United -States has in that tim e arisen to a 
place am ong the first powers o f tbe earth. We 
have no exam ple in ancient or modern times of 
such material 
advancem ent 
and 
progresa. 
W ithin that lim e a public debt has been con­ 
tracted and alm os; extinguished, so great in 
am ount that its payment could hardly ever 
have been anticipated. 
The frontiers of the 
-country have been driven from its eastern and 
w estern boundaries to the center o f the conti­ 
n en t and there obliterated. The wheat fields o f 
th e Northwest and the cattle ranges of the 
Southwest have been brought into competition 
w ith those lying upon the seaboard and the 


‘Note—It has been declared by the Supreme 
Gourt of the United States, to be clear that there 
can by no com m on law oi the Union. The Fed­ 
eral Government D composed o f twenty-four 
sovereign and independent State*, each of which 
m ay ha ve its local usages and common law; but 
there is no princ iple wh eh pervades the Union, 
and has the auth >rity of the law , that is not em­ 
bodied in the Constitution or laws o f the*1 Union. 
T he common law could be made a part of the 
Federal system only by legislative adoption. It 
is settled that the Federal Courts have no juris­ 
diction o f common law offenses, and that there 
is no common law o f the Union. (Sedgewick 
on Stai. and Const. Construction, 2d Ed., page 


* In W alling vs. Michigan (116 U. S. 446.* Mr. Jus­

In this opinion I have taken the view 
w hich seem s to W v e the best support on author­ 
i t y but it is sufficient for the purposes o f this 
argum ent that the question is one of doubt, for 
In that event the act in question would have a 
nlace to fill. 
Even were it conceded that the 
com m on laws were part of the national system, 
arill an A ct o f Congress re-enacting any of the 
term s o f that law would necessarily receive the 
ia m e construction w hich, in the absence o f the 
> c t, would have been given to the common law.

great water-courses. 
This material develop­ 
ment, attributed to the energy of the race to 
which we belong, could not have taken place 
without the instrum entality of railroads. These 
instrum entalities, w hich have 
changed the 
course of trade, cheapened food, given em ploy­ 
ment to industry and created new homes for 
m illions, could not in the nature of things have 
been operated, however wise their adm inistra­ 
tion, without friction. 
ALLEGED UNJUST DISCRIMINATION. 
It has been charged that railroad corporations 
have exacted payments for their services both 
unreasonable and unjust; that they have given 
undue and unreasonable preferences and ad­ 
vantages to persons and localities; that they 
have denied reasonable and equal facililies for 
the interchange of traffic; that und- r “ sub­ 
stantially sim ilar circumstances 
and condi­ 
tions" they have charged m ore for a lesa than 
for a greater distauce. This is a part o f the 
public history o f the country. It is not material 
to this argument whether these charges were 
w ell or ill founded, for experience has fre­ 
quently shown, and in Republics especially, 
that laws are as often directed against imaginary 
wrongs as again* t real evils, and that it is wis­ 
dom upon the part c f legislative bodies in Re­ 
publics to deal with the one as well as w ith the 
other. 
As is usual in Acts of legislative assemblies, 
tnere is much in the sections under considera­ 
tion which might have been om itted without 
affecting their purport. “ The spirit o f these 
sections is embraced in a few w ords; charges 
must l>e just and reasonable. There must be no in­ 
vidious discrimination against persons or places, 
and there must be no undue or unreasonable 
preferences shown either as to persons, places 
or traffic." 
• 
Looking now to the well-known principles of 
the common law, we see that from the first the 
common carrier was entitled to a reasonable 
compensation for his services; that he was al­ 
ways prohibited from m aking unjust discrimi­ 
nations between persons and localities, or giv­ 
ing undue or unreasonable preference or prefer­ 
ences or advantages to any person or locality; 
or, in other words, that he was always bound, 
to the extent of the capacity of his vehicles, to 
receive freight or passengers for a reasonable 
and just compensation, and to treat all alike 
whenever the conditions and circumstances 
were substantially the same. 


PRINCIPLES INVOLVED IN THE INTERSTATE COM­ 


MERCE ACT. 
In enacting the low in question then, Con­ 
gress but enacted, in these sections, the pro­ 
visions of the law of England in relation to 
com m on carriers, and made that law applicable 
to interstate and to foreign transportation, thus 
establishing the rules which experience had 
taught would prevent the evils, real or imag­ 
inary, which the bill was intended to abate. 
In the exercise o f the jurisdiction conferred 
over commerce. Congress has made rules where 
none before existed, and these rules, instead of 
being new and strange, are as old as the com­ 
mon law itself and have received construction 
and interpretation which are well known to the 
legal profession. It is in view of such construc­ 
tion and interpretation that Congress must be 
deem ed to have acted. 
At common law. the 
carrier was entitled to a reasonable and just 
compensation for his services. The Act in ques­ 
tion declares the same rule. 
What constitutes a 
reasonable and just com pcxm tion is a judicial 
question to be determined from the facts and 
circumstances o f each case. 
EXERCISE OF REGULATIVE POWER. 
It is said that the State has power to regulate 
fares and freights on railroads so far as domestic 
transportation is concerned. It is claim ed that 
Congress has the power, as incident to the regu­ 
lation of commerce among the States, to estab­ 
lish the rates which may be charged for trans­ 
portation when such transportation is involved 
in foreign and interstate commerce, and in an 
ordinary sense this is true. Indeed, the Su­ 
preme Court o f the United States seems, in what 
are known as the “ Granger cases," to have 
gone to the extent that there was power in the 
legislative departm ent o f the Government to 
absolutely determ ine what rates should consti­ 
tute reasonable compensation for such services; 
but the Court in thr se cases overlooked the fact 
that property in a railroad, and in almost every 
other th ine devoted to a public use, consists in 
the right to use the same, and, incidentally, of 
course, in the right to receive reasonable com ­ 
pensation for such use. 
Under the fourteenth amendment to the Fed­ 
eral Constitution no State can deprive any per­ 
son of either of these rights of property, and by 
the fifth amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States the right to life, liberty and prop­ 
erty was placed beyend the governmental pow­ 
er. I understand the true rule to be, in this re­ 
spect, that State or Federal legislation fixing the 
rates which shall be charged for the use of such 
property. will be treated by the Courts as prima 
facie establishing tbe fact that such rates are just 
and reasonable. nud that the passage ot such Acts 
throw upon the party denying the justness of 
the charge, the burden of showing that it is un­ 
just. This, and nothing more. Later legislation 
of this character seems to be based jipon this 
Idea, notably so is this the fact in the Missis­ 
sippi Railroad Commission bill. That bill ex ­ 
pressly provides that “ in all trials of cases 
brought for violation o f the tariff o f charges as 
fixed by the Commission, it may be shown in 
defense that such tariff, so fixed, is unjust." 


LIMITATION OF THE REGULATIVE POWER. 
The Supreme Court of the United States, in 
the Railroad Commission eases (116 U. S. 331). as 
I lead the opinion, lias greatly modified the 
rule laid down in the “Granger cases.” Said 
Mr. Chief Justice Waite, delivering the exhaus­ 
tive opinion o f the Court in the c a se : “From 
what has thus been said it is not to be inferred 
that this power o f lim itation or regulation is it­ 
self without lim it. This power to regulate is 
not a power to destroy, and lim itation is not 
the 
equivalent 
of 
confiscation. 
Un­ 
der 
pretense 
of 
regulating 
fares 
and 
freights, the State cannot require railroad cor­ 
porations to carry persons or property without 
reward, neither can it do that w hich in law 
amounts to the taking of private property for 
public use without just compensation or without 
due process of law." 
The right to the use being the only property 
that one could have in a railroad, it logically 
follows rtiat the right to reasonable compensa­ 
tion for such use is protected by the clauses of 
the Constitution above referred to, and that no 
Legislature, State or national, can deprive any 
railroad company of that right except under the 
I»ower of em inent domain, w hich, as exercised 
by the national and by all the State govern­ 
ments, requires that compensation shall first be 
made. 
The right of the common carrier to a reasona­ 
ble and just compensation has alw ays been ad­ 
mitted at common law. It is a property right, 
and, like all other property rights, it is pro­ 
tected by the Dational Constitution against as­ 
saults either by the national or State govern­ 
ment. The Act o f Congress under considera­ 
tion clearly' and expressly recognizes this right 
by the declaration in the first section of the Act, 
that charges for such service shall be “ reason­ 
able and just.' 
In construing the Act this re­ 
cognition of the carriers’ right must always be 
borne in mind, for every part of this Act must 
be read in view o f this fact, and no intent can 
be deduced from it w hich would necessarily 
im pute to the national legislature an attempt 
to destroy property rights. 


SHORT AND LONG HAUL. 
I am asked by the Southern Pacific Company 
whether, under the provisions of Section 4 of 
the Act, it would be lawful in any case for a 
carrier to charge more fora short than for a long 
haul in the same direction, the shorter haul be­ 
ing included within the longer. The history of 
the Act itself substantially answers this ques­ 
tion. 
A bill known as the “ Cuilom bill" passed the 
Senate; tbe House of Representatives, when 
the bill cam e before it for action, struck out all 
after the enacting clause and inserted a bill 
pending before it called the “ Reagan bill." 
¡ Section 4 of the “ Reagan bill" declared it tobe 
\ unlawful for the carrier to “ receive any greater 


compensation for a sim ilar amount and kind of 
property, for carrying, storing, forwarding or 
handling the same for a shorter than for a longer 
distance, which includes the shorter distance 
on any railroad." 
The Reagan bill contained an absolute pro. 
hibition against the carriers charging more for 
a short than for a long haul under any circum ­ 
stances w hatever; ignoring com pletely the fact 
that the carrier is entitled to a reasonable com ­ 
pensation for his services, and that frequently 
he might, by reason of competition by water, 
or other exigency, be com pelled to carry' freight 
for a long distance for less than a reasonable 
compensation, and for less than he could rea­ 
sonably and justly charge for carry ing the same 
kind of freight a shorter distance. It ignored 
the historical fact that long lines of road reach­ 
ing from the seacoast to the interior of the 
country must carry a large portion of the agri­ 
cultural and mineral products from the more 
distant points at less than the average cost of 
transportation on Us line, or not carry such 
freight at all. 
THE COMMON LAW RULE PRESERVED. 
The action of the House of Representatives 
caused a disagreement between it and the Sen­ 
ate, and the matter went to a committee of con­ 
ference composed of some of the most eminent 
men in Congress. This first section was so mod­ 
ified that, instead o f establishing the rule that 
under no circumstances should the carrier be 
allowed to charge a greater sum for a short 
than for a long haul, it provided that “ it shall 
be unlaw ful for any common carrier subject to 
the provisions of this Act to charge or receive 
any greater compensation in the aggregate lor 
the transportation of passengers or o f like kind 
of property, under substantially sim ilar circum­ 
stances and conditions, for a shorter than for a 
longer distance over the same line," etc. 
“ Under substantially similar circinns'ances and 
conditions' are the words inserted, thus bringing 
the Act back to the rule of the common law, 
that all must be treated substantially alike, the 
circumstances being the same. 
AN ILLUSTRATIVE CASF.. 
To illustrate: before the construction of the 
Central Pacific and Union Pacific roads, or any 
o f the trunk lines across the State of Iowa, 
whereby rail connection was made between the 
Atlantic and the Pacific, the average rate of 
freight between New York and San Francisco 
was about $80 per ton. The rate o f freight from 
Independence on the Missouri river to Salt Lake 
city w as about $1 per pound, or $2,000 per ton. 
With the completion of the rail line from New 
York to San Francisco no material reduction took 
place in the through rates, the principal ad­ 
vantages derived in the commercial intercourse 
between the two places being the saving in the 
tim e of transit and the difference between the 
dangers by railroad and the perils of naviga­ 
tion. But the rate of freight between the Mis­ 
souri river and Salt Lake city was reduced from 
$2,000 a ton to about $00. 
Now, had Congress provided, prior ;o the con­ 
struction of this through line of railroad, that 
the common law of England in relation to car­ 
riers should apply to interstate transportation, 
we would have had substantially the same pro­ 
visions, viz.: 
That the rates should be just 
and reasonable, that no invidious discrimination 
should be made: and that the carrier should have 
no right to charge greater compensation, in the 
aggregate, for the transportation o f persons or 
property under substantially sim ilar circum- 
sta n c s or'conditions for a short than for a long 
distance. Yet no one would 
have preteud- 
ed, because freight had to be hauled from New 
York to San Francisco in competition w ith the 
cheapest transportation in the world, viz., that 
by water, that therefore the same currier should 
be com pelled to 
TAKE FREIGHT TO A NON-COMPETITIVE POINT AT 


T» E SAME RATE. 
If under these f ^cum stances through freight 
was charged $*29 qx?r ton. and freight to S?lt 
Lake City was cb irged $50 per tou. the inquiry, 
under a rational interpretation of the common 
law rule, at the com plaini of the Halt Lake con­ 
signee, would be as to w hether the compensa­ 
tion charged by the carrier was just or unrea­ 
sonable, all things considered, and whether the 
carrier, by making the discrim ination in ques­ 
tion, lrad made an unjust discrimination, or 
given undue or unreasonable preferences or ad­ 
vantages to San Francisco as against Salt I^afee; 
and the Court in determining this question 
could take into consideration all the circum ­ 
stances and conditions o f the traffic. It would 
have ascertained that nature itself had made a 
discrimination between the two places (as $80 is 
to $2, 00) before the era of railroads, which com­ 
pelled a person at Salt Luke to pay many times 
more for transportation than the person at San 
Francisco, and so far from the railroad having 
made uDjust discrimination, or giving undue or 
unreasonable preferences, it had equalized the 
relative advantages o f the two places. 


A CASE UNDER PRACTICE OF THE SOUTHERN PA­ 
CIFIC COMPANY. 
1 may now refer to a traffic in which the 
Southern Pacific Company is largely engaged. 
It carries sugar from the refineries in San Fran­ 
cisco and delivers it at points on the Missouri 
river for about $10 per ton. This is nothing like 
a reasonable compensation for the sen*ice per­ 
formed, when we ignore the circumstances 
and 
couditions under 
which 
it 
is 
per­ 
formed: 
but 
when 
we 
cousíder 
these 
circumstances 
and 
conditions 
it 
becomes 
a 
resonable 
compensation. 
It 
is 
just 
about the actual cost of movement, excluding 
the fixed expenses o f the road, and is far below 
tbe average cost o f movement; but, by trans­ 
porting sugar to the M ssouri river at that rate, 
larger industries in the city o f 8au Francisco 
are promoted, em ploym ent is given to thou­ 
sands o f people, large shipm ents o f m achinery 
and other goods are induced, and numberless 
advantages flow to the community which in the 
end redound to the advantage and benefit of the 
railroad. The charge máde on the same article 
to Salt Lake City is S2> 60 per ton, a sum greater 
than is charged for the greater distance over 
the same line. The traffic, however, is very 
sm all compared with the through business to 
the Missouri river, and the general advantages 
derived by tbe railroad are comparatively little. 
The charge to Salt Lake is just and reasonable, 
and gives to the railroad company the least 
profit at w hich the service can be rendered. 
In 
m y judgment, there is nothing in Section 4 to 
prohibit a continuance of this practice, or which 
would require the company to surrender a busi­ 
ness which it does, not only for less than a rea­ 
sonable compensation, but actually below the 
average cost of movement, in order to preserve 
a business at a nou-eompetitive point now done 
at just p id reasonable rates. That which in ­ 
jures ii.r one cannot be wrong. 
CONSTRUCTION OF THR RULE BY THE 
UNITED 
STATES DISTRICT COURT. 
Fortunately we are not without authority 
upon these points. 8och has always been the 
reasonable construction placed by the common 
law Judges upon the rule in question. One of 
the ablest Judges sitting upon the District Bench 
of the United States, long before the passage of 
this Act o f Congress, construed a much more 
stringent provision in the laws of Oregon. The 
construction so placed has ever since been ac­ 
quiesced in, and while the authority is not, of 
course, in a strict sense, as binding as would be 
the opinion 
the Supreme Court ot the United 
States in the case in point, yet in view o f the 
fact that the decision was made by a Judge o f a 
National Court and acquiesced in, long before 
the passage o f the Act o f February 4,1887, its 
authority is 
great. 
We 
reier to the case 
of 
ex 
parle 
Koehler, 
Receiver 
o f 
the 
Oregon 
and 
California 
Railroad 
Com­ 
pany, reported in 6 West Coast Report 348-349, 
decided May 4,1885, in the Circuit Court, Dis­ 
trict o f Oregon. The Legislature of the State o f 
Oregon, on the 20th of February, 1885. passed an 
Act entitled “An Act to regulate the transporta­ 
tion of passengers and freight by railroad cor­ 
porations," and among other things, provided 
that no greater rate should be charged for car­ 
rying similar property a short distance than for 
for a long one in the same direction. The Act 
contains stringent penal provisions. At that 
I 


tim e the Oregon and California Railway was in 
the possession o f and operated by a Receiver 
appointed by the Circuit Court. 


The Receiver presented a petition asking for 
instructions concerning his duty in the manage­ 
m ent of the property in certain particulars cov­ 
ered or affected by said Act, and among other 
things, in the particular in w hich it w as affected 
by the provisions above referred to. 


THE COURT’S CONCLUSIVE OflXION. 
Said the learned and able Judge who deliv­ 
ered the opinion of the Court: 
As to the matter o f long and short hauls, the 
question, although prima facie one o f discrim i­ 
nation, directly involves the right to a reason­ 
able compensation. I assume that the State has 
the power to prevent a railway company from 
discrim inating between persons and places lor 
the sake of putting one up or another down, or 
any other reason than the real exigencies o f its 
business. Such discrimination, it seem s to me, 
is a wanton injustice, and may therefore be pro­ 
hibited. It violates the fundamental m axim 
which, in effect, forbids any one to so use his 
property as to injure another—sic viere too ut 
alienum non lardas. The provisions of the Act 
that 1 have condensed ia paragraphs 3, 4 and 6 
aforesaid, are intended to prevent this practice. 
But where the discrim iaa'ion 
is between 
places only, and is the r. suit o f competition 
with other lines or m eans o f transportation, the 
case, I think, is different 
For instance, the 
Act prescribes a reasonable rate for carrying 
freight between Corvallis 
and Portland, or 
from either, to points intermediate thereto. 
But Corvallis is on the river, and has the ad­ 
vantage of 
water 
transportation 
for some 
months in the year. The carriage of goods by 
water usually costs less than by land, and as 
w atercraft are allowed to carry at a rate less 
than the m axim um fixed for the railway, they 
w ill get all the freight from this point unless the 
latter Is allowed to compete for it. But if, to do 
this, it must adopt the water rate for all the 
points intermediate between Portland aud Cor- 
vullis, where there is no such competition, it is 
in effect required to carry freight to and from 
such iKiiuts at a less rate than that which the 
Legislature has declared to be reasonable, or 
else give up the business of Corvallis altogether. 
And the same result would follow as to Sa'ein 
aud other points on the east aud west side 
lines, where there is convenient access to water 
transportation. 
If the Legislature cannot require a railway 
corporation formed under the laws of the State 
to carry freight for nothing, or at any less rate 
than a reasonable one, then it necessarily follows 
that this provision of the Act cannot be enforced 
so far as to prevent the railway from competing 
with the water craft at Corvallis and other sim­ 
ilarly situated points, even if in so doing they are 
compelled to charge less for a long haul than 
for a short one in the same direction. 
It is not 
the fault or coutrivanceof the lailw ay that com ­ 
pels this discrimination, but it is the necessary 
result c f circumstances 
altogether 
beyond 
its control. 
It is not done wantonly, for 
the purpose o f putting the one place up 
or the other down, but only to m aintain its 
business against rival and competing lines of 
transportation. In other words, the matter, so 
l'ar as the railway is concerned, re sol veR itself 
into a choice of evils. 
It must either compete 
with the boats du iiog the season of water trans 
portation, and carry freight below what the Leg­ 
islature lias declared to be a reasonable rate, 
or abandon the field and let its road go to rust. 
Nor can the shipper a: the nou-competióg 
point or over tlie short haul complain so long as 
his goods are carried at a reasonable rate. It 
is not the fault o f the railway that the shipper 
who doeá%u*ine&s at \ competing point has the 
advantage M bim . 
It is a natural advantage 
which lie m ud submit to. unless the Legisla 
ture will undertake to equalize the matter by 
prohibiting the carriage o f goods by water for a 
less rate than by rnii. 
And when this is done, 
tho inequalities of distance, as well as place, 
may also l.o overcame by requiring goods to 
pay the same roveovora short haul a s a long 
oce, and then the shipper at Ashland will be as 
near the market a- any one. 


CONCLUSIONS UNDER T H E ABOVE 
DECISION— T IIE 


LAW OF OiMMF.K E. 
For the reasons above given and for the rea 
sons fctated in the decision above quoted. I am 
o f the opinion thav. under the Act in question, 
there is no absolute prohibition against charg 
ing more for a short than for a long haul in tin* 
same direct ion, the shorter being included in 
the longer distance. The leading question will 
always be whether the rate charged is just and 
reasonable and made without any undue or un­ 
just discrim inations against any person or local­ 
ity or without unreasonable preference or ad­ 
vantage in favor of any person or locality. 
This is tbe law of commerce itself. 
Commerce 
makes no invidious discriminations between 
persons or places. 1 hose engaged in commerce 
may do otherwise. Commerce gives no undue 
or unreasonable preference as to persons, places 
or traffic. Those engaged in commerce may do 
otherwise. CommeVre, in obedience to the law 
of its existence, seek- every field open to it, 
bringing its advantages and blessings alike to 
all within its reach who bear to it like relations. 
T htse laws of commerce the sections in ques­ 
tion apply t> persous engaged in interstate 
transportation. 


THE GRANT CF POWER TO REGULATE COMMERCE 
AMONG THE STATES. 


Passing now from the construction and inter­ 
pretation of the sections in question, we come 
to the consideration o f a graver subject. Do the 
sections considered lie within the domain of 
national legislation? I)ocs control over inter­ 
state transportation and o f the companies aud 
property engaged therein, fall within the grant 
of power to “ regulate commerce among the 
States?" 
Two schools of statesmen, from the date of 
the formation of the 
Federal Constitution 
down to the tim e of the. civil 
war, held 
radically different view s as to its construction. 
One school contended for a strict and lim ited 
construction of all the clauses of the Federal 
Constitution granting power to the various de­ 
partments of the General Government, and 
m aintained that every act of either department 
must find express sanction in the words o f the 
Constitution, and that if such sanction could not 
be found in the express language, or absolutely 
necessary im plication thereof, the power was 
one which could not be exercised, but was re­ 
served to the States orto the people. 
The other school maintained that the Consti­ 
tution should be liberally interpreted; that it 
had been formed to promote the general w el­ 
fare, and that in addition to the express grants 
of power there were certain grants which fol­ 
lowed by implication, and that all power to pro­ 
mote the public welfare was im plied, unless ex­ 
pressly prohibited. Neither of these schools, we 
think, would thirty years ago have m aintained 
that there lurked under the grant “to regulate 
commerce among the States" an implied grant 
broad euough to warrant Congress in enacting 
the sections in question. 
A broad distinction 
would have been drawn between commerce and 
transportation. Commerce would have been 
held to be the interchange o~ mutual change of 
goods, productions or property of any kind be­ 
tween nations and individuals, and transporta­ 
tion to be the means by w hich commerce is car­ 
ried on ; the former to have been under the ju­ 
risdiction o f the General Government, and the 
latter, so far as exercised within the limit* of a 
State, together with all the property and rights 
connected therewith, under the jurisdiction and 
control of the State. 


LIMITATIONS OF STATE AND FEDERAL AUTHORITY 
We all remember w hen it was proposed In 
Congress to appropriate money for the purpose 
of constructing a postal and militar}' road from 
Chesapeake hay to the Mississippi river, what a 
wealth of learning was exhibited in the discus­ 
sion of the jurisdiction of Congress over tlic 
subject matter, and with what vehem ence the 
proposal was assailed by those who contended 
for a lim ited construction o f the Federal Consti­ 
tution. It was claim ed that such an Act, if 
passed, would be the entering wedge to the de­ 
struction of the rights w hich has been reserved 
to the people and to the States, and that but lit­ 
tle tim e would elapse until the Federal Govern­ 
ment would seize all the powers w hich the peo­ 
ple had conferred both upon 3tote and Federal 
Governments, and relegate the respective States 
from their sovereign position to a condition of 
mere dependencies of the National Government. 
For more than h alf a century these rival 
schools met in the halls of Congress and at the 
Bar o f Courts, and at last their disciples con­ 
fronted each other on the field of battle. The 
result of the Civil War established the suprem­ 
acy of the National Government, and the thir­ 
teenth, fourteenth and fifteenth amendments to 
the Constitution came but to record the judg­ 
ment o f war. I am aware that the sections of 
the Act in question go to great length, and that 
the consequence of establishing their validity 
I w ill cripple the powers which the States have 
j hitherto wielded. They lift the great question 
’ o f transportation almost entirely out of jurisdic- 
| lion o f State. Governments and place it under 
the control o f the various departm ents o f the 
National Government, including the national 
Courts. 


LOGICAL RESULTS FLOWING FROM TIIE EXERCISE 


OF NATIONAL CONTROL. 
If the Southern Pacific Company, which is 
engaged in the traffic covered by the sections in 
question, is am enable to the Act, it must be so 
amenable because transportation is commerce, 
and then it follows, as a logical conclusion, that 
Its cars and all rolling stock employed in this 
interstate transportation, are in all material re­ 
spects beyond the control and jurisdict ion o f the 
State of California, and, so far as that State is 
concerned, the company can look to the Na­ 
tional Government alone for control, and, in a 
great measure, for protection.' None of its cars 
or roiling stock engaged in the business of such 
interstate commerce, are the subject o f State 
taxation or of State, county or 
municipal 
license. It may freely exercise its callings w ith­ 
out State, county or m unicipal 
hindrance. 
(Pickard vs. Pullman Southern Company, 117 
U. S., p. 34.) Every statute of the State : every 
county or m unicipal ordinance, directed either 
to taxation, regulation or control of tbe prop­ 
erty engaged in such business, will “ drop life­ 
less from the statute book." Not only this, but 
every baleof merchandise, every box'ofgoods the 
subject o f traffic, w ill impress upon the ware­ 
house in which it rests unopened the character 
of the traffic, aud command for it the protection 
of the uational Courts and o f the national 
armies, even as against the State itself. (Low 
vs. Austin, 13 Wall.. 29.) Every interference 
w ith the movements of the Southern Pacific 
trains, or with any of its operations, when en­ 
gaged in this traffic, whether by the State itself, 
or by strikers or any other unlawful power, w ill 
bring to its protection all the power of the N a­ 
tional Government. The United Stales Marshal 
and the army o f the Union w ill take the place 
of the State police and National Guard. 
If such a power can by im plication be wrought 
out of the “ power to regulate commerce," then, 
under the express power to promote the general 
welfare and kindred powers^ and under the ex ­ 
press power to m ake all laws necessary to carry 
these powers into execution. Congress w ill find 
the authority to pass laws regulating the mar­ 
ital relations, those of parent and child, master 
and servant, the power over education and 
other cognate subjects.* 
EXEMPLIFICATION OF THE PRINCIPLE. 
If the carrier, whether it be by rail or wagon, 
is engaged in interstate transportation, and 
amenable alone to national legislation, a seri­ 
ous question would arise as to how far the States 
or any o f them might exercise control over the 
means by which such business is couducted. If 
this Act l>e constitutional, and the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company is engaged in interstate corn 
merce, it follows, as has been said before, to a 
certainty that no law of the State of California 
taxing any of the ears or personal property used 
in such business, or imposing any license or 
hindrance upon the same, can be upheld. 
It 
w ill also follow that every foreign corporation 
w hich enters the State of California aud engages 
in such traffic, may do so without the consent of 
the State, and eve a against its w ill. 
These are but few of the consequences which 
w ill flow from a liberal interpretation o f the 
National Constitution and tho broadest construc­ 
tion o f the im plied powers. 2 hat the American 
people have looked forward to the establish­ 
m ent o f a National Government clothed with 
all these power*, I have no doubt; and when the 
Represootatives of a section of the country 
which once stood as a unit again? t the exercise 
o f such powers, by their vo'es in Congress, sus­ 
tain and uphold them, the hour is near at hand 
when the hopes of those who believe in a strong 
National Government are to b e realized; when 
State lines shall be virtually obliterated; State 
sovereignty cease to exist, and the once sov­ 
ereign Stales liear about thoMsame relation to 
the National Government which counties now 
do to the State.f 
THE PK' PI.F. TIIE REPOSITORY OF TH EIR RIGHTS. 
The tendency of the tim es is certainly in this 
direction, and while a lawyer twenty-five years 
ago Would have held this legislation unconstit­ 
utional and unauthorized, yet we are forced to 
the opinion that it w ill now be upheld and 
m aintained; that we must accept the situation 
as it is, and try the experim ent of a central 
government, its powers in detail extending over 
a territory as great us that included w ithin the 
lim its o f the United States. 
I have,under the pressure of other engagements 
and w ith more baste than becomes the sub­ 
ject, thus fir reviewed the sections in question, 
and giVen to them that rational interpretation 
to which ray judgment Iqads me. From the 
nature of the subject, their final and authorita­ 
tive interpretation 
rests with the national 
Courts. If human power can anywhere -ufely 
repose, it is in the Court ordained aud created 
by the National Constitution and laws. The 
high character of the Judges, their comparative 
freedom from all illegitim ate influence, the 
security of their tenure, give assurance that at 
their hands justice w ill be fairly administered. 
But at last the security of the fundamental 
rights which lie at the foundation of ail just 
Governments, the rights to life, liberty and 
property, rest in the enlightened judgment of a 
free people, aud if the Act in question should 
necessarily receive a construction which inter­ 
fered with any of those great rights, the parties 
wronged could, for a remedy, solely rely upon 
that Inherent sense of justice which character­ 
izes the people of our race.

v. icther better ones could be found or not. may 
be constitutionally used by Congress. (McCul­ 
loch vs. Maryland. 4 Wheaton. 421.)—C. H.

T R E A T Y M A K IN G . 


R ig h ts o f th e H i,use W h ere th e tja estio n 
o f D u ties is In v o lv ed , 


W a s h i n g t o n . March 4th.—In the House 
yesterday Tucker of Virginia, from tbe 
Committee on Judiciary, subm itted a re­ 
port upon the resolution requiring the 
committee to inquire w hether a treaty 
which involves the rate of duty to be im ­ 
posed on any imported article can be valid 
w ithout the concurrence of the House of 
Representatives. The report is very volu­ 
minous, treating tbe legal and constitu­ 
tional features of the question, and recom­ 
m ended the adoption ot tbe following res­ 
olutions: 
First—T hat the President, by and with 
the advice of the Senate, cannot negotiate 
a treaty which shall be binding on the 
United States whereby the duties on im ­ 
ports are to be regulated, thereby imposing 
or rem itting, increasing 
or 
decreasing 
them , without the sanction of an Act of 
Congress; and that the extension of time 
for the operation of tbe original treaty or 
convention with the Government of the 
Hawaiian Islands will not be binding on 
the United States w ithout like sanction, 
which was provided for in the original 
treaty and convention, and was given by 
an Act of Congress. 
Second—That the President is respect- 
fnlly requested to w ithhold final action 
upon the proposed convention, and to con­ 
duct its final ratification upon the sanction 
of an Act of Congress in respect to duties 
upon articles to be imported from the H a­ 
waiian Islands. 
The report and resolutions were laid 
over and ordered printed.

W a s h i n g t o n , March 4th.—The Postmas­ 
ter-General has m ade arrangem ents for a 
fast mail service between the East and 
Southwest. 
Heretofore the fast mail leav­ 
ing New York at 9:30 has arrived at St. 
Louis 
by passenger 
train 
the 
second 
m orning, in tim e only to reach Kansas 
City 
the 
second 
evening, 
and 
by 
the" 
new arrangem ent a special train 
of postal cars 
on 
the 
Pennsylvania 
line will reach St. Louis at 2:45 a . m „ 
and the m ail will be transferred 3t once to 
a special train of postal cars on the Mis­ 
souri Pacific, which will leave St. Louis at 
3 and arrive at Kansas City at 11 in the 
morning. 
It is expected the outgoing 
m orning train from Kansas City to Colo­ 
rado, Mexico, New Mexico, Arizona,South­ 
ern California, Southern Kansas, Arkansas, 
Indian Territory, Texas and the Southwest 
generally, and up the Missouri to Omaha, 
will delay departure and take the mail on 
the arrival of the fast train at Kansas City. 
T hevelue of the change will be more 
apparent, from noticing the saving of tim e 
effected in the delivery of the Eastern mail 
at some of the prom inent points. 
At 
Sedalia, Mo., and 
generally in South­ 
western Missouri, the gain is about eight 
hours, and at Kansas City it is eight hours 
and a half. 
Practically at these points 
the gain is a 
full business day, 
the 
m ail arriving in the morning, instead of in 
the 
evening. 
The 
gain 
is 
also In 
effect a day at St. Joseph, Atchison, 
Leavenworth, Lawrence, Topeka and other 
towns of eastern and southeastern Kansas. 
The arrangem ent also enables the trans­ 
continental mail for Mexico and Southern 
California to secure earlier connections, so 
that substantially a full day's gain of tw en­ 
ty-four hours is secured at Denver, Chey­ 
enne. Laramie, Ogden, El Paso, City of Mex­ 
ico, San Francisco, Southern California, 
and the offices on 
these lines.

A iy o u rn m ei-t o f C ongress. 


W a s h in g t o n , March 4th.—The President 
and Cabinet reached the Capitol at 12 
o’clock, actual time. The clocks of tbe two 
Houses were set back. The Senate ad­ 
journed w ithout d a y , at 11:55 a . k . Senate 
time, 12:04 actual time. 
The customary scenes of confusion at the 
close of a long session were entirely lack­ 
ing. 
B rth Houses were in continuous ses­ 
sion from 11 o’clock yesterday morning, 
the Senate being in executive 
session 
nearly four hours this morning. Trotter, 
the colored nominee for Recordér of Deeds 
for the District of Columbia was confirmed, 
as was also Lieutenant Grecly to be Chief 
of the Signal Service with tbe rank of 
Brigadier-General. The nom ination of J. 
Marion Brooks to be District Attorney 
for tbe Southern District of California was 
called up, but no action was taken on it, 
owing to the small attendance of the Sena­ 
tors. 
Brooks will continue to hold the of­ 
fice until his successor is appointed or u n ­ 
til next December, when the President will 
be obliged to either re-noiuinate him or 
make a new appointm ent. 
One of the last hills signed by the Presi­ 
dent was the am endm ent to the Revised 
Statutes to which Senator W illiam s’ bill, 
authorizing the issue of gold certificates in 
San Francisco, wax attached. This bill did 
not come out of the conference until after 
10 o'clock. W illiam s went to the House 
and secured its passage there with the as­ 
sistance of Felton. It was quickly enrolled 
and signed by the President of the Senate 
and taken by’Felton and Treasurer Gordon 
to the W hite House, and Cleveland’s signa­ 
ture was affixed. 
Nothing put it through 
but W illiam s’ indom itable perseverance. 
Heretofore San Francisco m erchants have 
been compelled to pay duties in coin of 
sm all denomination, ño $20 gold pieces 
being coined there, and vexatious and ex­ 
pensive delays have resulted. 
Now the 
Assistant Treasurer will exchange gold 
coins for gold certificates, and duties can be 
paid easily and promptly, greatly facilitat­ 
ing business. 
The Senate, for the first tim e since 
Cleveland's inauguration,com pelled him to 
visit the Capitol. 
He had announced that 
he would not visit the Capitol, and that all 
bills requiring 
his signature 
m ust be 
brought to the Executive M ansion. H alf 
an hour before adjournm ent a comm ittee 
of three Senators was appointed to wait on 
the President and inform him that Con­ 
gress was ready to adjourn. 
The com m it­ 
tee unanim ously refused to go to the 
W hite House, m aintaining that it was the 
custom for the President in the closing 
hours of tbe session to be w ithin con­ 
venient reach of Congress in a room pro­ 
vided for him at the Capitol. W hen Cleve­ 
land beard of this he hurried post haste to 
the Capitol, and there received the com­ 
mittee. 
. 
T k e F a ilu r e o f th e D eficien cy B ill. 
W ashington, March 4th.—The effect of 
the deficiency,bill will be more serious than 
is generally believed, inasm uch as it con­ 
tained provisions for snnplying the pressing 
demands for postal cards, stamps and other 
item s connected with the postal service, 
the denial of which will, it is expected, se­ 
riously embarrass the departm ent and the 
public. The legal m achinery ot the Gov­ 
ernm ent will also be m aterially disar­ 
ranged during the rem ainder of the fiscal 
year, as d o money will be available for 
jurors, witnesses or M arshals’ fees, and 
m any prisoners, notably those confined at 
Fort Sm ith, Ark., cannot be tried for 


m onths to come. A num ber of soldiers’ 
claims, aggregating $100,000, which had 
been certified by the Treasury, will also fail 
cf settlement. 
T h e P a cific R ailroad s. 


W a s h in g t o n . March 4ih.—The resolution 
providing for the invsstigation of the P a­ 
cific railroads requires that the Commis­ 
sioners shall m ake their reports before the 
next session of Congress, which will be 
next December. The resolation appropri­ 
ates $100,000 fer the expense of the Com- 
sion. 
Each member of the Commission 
receives $750 per m onth and all traveling 
and hotel expenses. 
Already the field is 
full of applicants. 
Barclay Henley aspires 
to be appointed. 
Byron W aters’ is also 
mentioned. 
Judge Moore, of Santa Clara 
county, is also spoken of. 
It is probable 
the President will not moke the appoint­ 
m ent until April. 


F r e n c h S p o l i a t i o n C l a i m s . 


W a s h in g t o n , March 4th.—D uring the 
debate on the deficiency bill in the Senate 
yesterday, Edm unds objected to an am end­ 
ment to pay certain awards to the Court of 
Claims, am ounting to about $20,000, on the 
French spoliation claims. 
He said that 
Congress had never yet adm itted any legal 
or moral liability to pay these claims, and 
he thought it quite im proper to have Con­ 
gress foreclosed in the m atter by these items 
in the deficiency D ill, w here they had no 
business at ail. 
A rrived a t an U n d ersta n d in g . 


N e w Y’o r k , March 4 h .— The passenger 
agents and railroad managers, who have 
this week been discussing the provisions of 
the interstate commerce bill, have arrived 
at an understanding, and have prepared a 
report embodying their views. The pur­ 
pose was to construe the Act uniform ly, 
and this has been done. T he report was 
to-day accepted by the joint committee, 
and adopted. Thi3 practically finishes the 
work of the passenger departments, but the 
Freight Rate Committee will be engaged 
some days yet working out m inor details, 
of little interest to any but themselves. 
T he 
passenger 
report 
will 
not 
be 
ready 
for 
publication 
before 
next 
week. Some points in the report will 
be referred to the Council before going 
to the printer. There will be practically 
no change in em igrant rates, and no change 
of percentage allowed to steam ship com­ 
panies. 
Regarding mileage rates, there 
will be no discrim ination, except as to 
ministers, as stated in the n ew bill. 
T he 
atrical companies, and shows of all kinds- 
will be obliged to pay full rates. The 
excursion rates will 
rem ain about the 
same except as to long journeys. The 
most im portant chatige will be as to sec­ 
ond-class rates, which will be m ade u ni­ 
form throughout. 
This will result in a 
marked increase of the present rates over 
some of the routes.

AMONG THE LOWLY, 


CUPID’S CAPERS AMONG THE MEX­ 
ICAN PEASANTRY. 


T h e P e c u lia r C o u rts h ip o f D o lo res 
a n d D o n J o s e —M a tte rs o f I n ­ 
te re s t in M a trim o n ia l L in e. 


(Special Record-Union Correspondence.] 
City of M exico, February 25,1887. 
Having seen how the Mexican aristoc­ 
racy make love and m arry, let us descend 
to the other end of the social gam ut and 
note some of Cupid's capers am ong the 
peasantry. 
In th¡3 miscalled Republic the great gulf 
between rich and poor is more firmly fixed 
than in any monarchy and forever impas­ 
sable. Social status is not so m uch a ques­ 
tion of money as of caste, and nowhere in 
th e world are distinctions more clearly de­ 
fined. 
T he so-called “ lower class" in Mexico 
are unlike any other on God's green earth, 
because the poorer they are and the lower 
down in the social scale, the more pious 
and apparently happy they are. The city 
poor, whose adobe huts in the higher alti­ 
tudes, and cane-stalk jacals in the tierra 
caliente, outline the suburbs of all the 
larger towns and straggle away for miles 
beyond incorporated limits, are by no 
m eans the vicious and discontented ele­ 
m ent which may be found among the indi­ 
gent of London, Paris or New York. No 
strikes" originate with this class, nor m id­ 
night broils, nor revolutions, and among 
them arc no low dives, nor the dens of 
thieves and murderers, but they are peace­ 
ful and inoffensive cattle, little above the 
beasts of the field, except in the intensity 
of their religious convictions. If a traveler 
ventures among them , however unpro- 
. tected, not only is he perfectly safe as to 
life and property, but any service they can 
render him is cheerfully performed. 
If he 
is hungry they will share their last tortilla 
though short of food themselves, and give 
him their only blanket for a bed. If he 
needs guidance on. his journey they will 
accompany him any num ber of miles, 
trudging on foot beside his horse, and can 
seldom be induced to accept any reward 
for their services. 
B ut they are poor enough. heaven knows! 
The salary of the head of the house (when 
he w orks,’which is only when hungry) av­ 
erages from six to twenty cents per diera, 
and upon that irregular income the family 
manages to exist. 
I have observed a sing­ 
ular circumstance—not, however, peculiar 
to Mexico—that invariably the poorer the 
family the more do dogs and children 
.abound, as if want and squalor were fa­ 
vorable conditions for extraordinary in­ 
crease of the census, both brute and h u ­ 
m an. But, happily, 
NATURE FAVORS THE POOR 
And the lazy in this land of sunshine, 
Fuel is not a necessity, and food enough 
to sustain life may be' had anywhere for 
•the gathering. There need be no house 
rent to pay, for any m an may build him ­ 
se lf a casa with a few sun-baked bricks of 
his own m aking, or with stalks of the wild 
bamboo, stuck upright in the ground and 
thatched with dried grass or Spanish dag­ 
ger leaves. 
But it is in the farm ing communities, 
am ong the peon population, which depends 
entirely upon the great haciendas, that 
prim itive Mexico is seen in ail its native 
picturesqueness. These enormous estates 
are unique institutions, carried on with all 
th e pomp and circumstance of the feudal 
system, but lacking the best features of 
those historic days. 
Some of them are 
magnificent domains, surpassing in ex- 
ent the principalities of m any Old W orld 
potentates, and fully illustrating the ex­ 
tremes of wealth and poverty which no­ 
where else are so clearly defined. 
Of course the central feature of each ha­ 
cienda is the residence of the proprietor 
o r his representative—a veritable castle, 
though built of adobe, its innum erable 
rooms all opening upon an inner court and 
capable of housing an earfire village. 
Then there is the chapel, with its con­ 
stantly-burning candles, its caricatures of 
saints' and native oflerings of fruit and 
grain piled upon the altar to insure bounti­ 
ful harvests—a sanctuary whose silent but 
powerful influence keeps the whole com­ 
m unity in subjection, for the resident 
priest is the real rnler of the lives and des­ 
tinies, the souls and bodies of the peon 
comm unicants. Inside the massive walls, 
w ith their corner towers and rifle-slits, that 
surround every hacienda, are corrals and 
stock-yards to which every night the shep- 
perds m ust bring their flocks and herds for 
security from possible raids by robbers or 
revolutionists. W ithin these battered walls 
—m any of which have withstood more 
than one desperate siege—are also the ja­ 
cals of the peons, from fifty to a hundred 
huts, and sometimes even m ore on the 
larger estates: besides barns and store­ 
houses, granaries, bakery—in short every­ 
thing necessary to the life of a village. 
As a rule, the most interesting objects 
which the visitor will find on a hacienda 
are the 
MUCHACHAS, 
O r girl-peons. than whom a more pictu­ 
resque type of peasantry cannot be m et on 
th e hills of Normandy or in the vales of 
Switzerland. 
W hen the lum bering old 
atage-coacb, laden with passengers, comes 
clattering up to the gates of a way-side ha­ 
cienda to crave shelter for the night, al­ 
ways the first to issue from the gray walls 
in answer to the driver’s cheery " Buenas 
Bias, se ñ o re s is the muchacha. True to the 
fiber of enriosity which runs through the 
nature of every feminine descendant of 
Eve, she is anxious to know who has ar­ 
rived ; 9he wants to watch their descent 
from the diligencia, a n J all their subse­ 
quent movements, and she is quite willing 
to get up a flirtation on the instant with 
any one who may interest her. 
W hatever her age. the muchacha is but a 
growu-up child, fully developed physically 
at the age of 10. always simple, picturesque 
and contented. 
H er name is probably 
Dolores, Refugio, Guadalupe or Antonia. 
Though she never saw a bonnet in her life, 
and would not know it from a fish-net if 
you should give her one, her face is never 
freckled. and her nut-brown skin is soft 
as velvet, never having been roughened 
by soap, powders or eosmetics. H er hands 
and feet are very small, though never m an­ 
acled by gloves, shoes or stockings ; her 
lim bs are invariably well rounded, and her 
bust snperb. 
H er jetty hair, tied at the 
ends by a bit of bright-hued ribbon, hangs 
behind her bare brown shoulders in two 
long braids. Itis not "banged" over the eyes 
like a poodle’s, nor crimped like an Ethe- 
opian's, but, parted straight through the 
middle, is glossy as the raven's wing and 
black as the famous atzahatchc of her na­ 
tive hills. 
The freaks of fickle fashion 
m ake no change in her attire, which is a l­ 
ways the same—nothing on earth but one 
short skirt and a loose chemise, the latter 
generally embroidered about the shoulders, 
leaving' her symmetrical arm s entirely 
naked, and. in fact, most of her person to 
the waist. She is entirely unconscious of a 
w ant of further clothing, and the utmost 
** sm arting up" she ever indulges in is to 
add a string of red beads to her neck, a 
brass bracelet or two to her arms, and to 
hang a pair of enormous silver hoops in 
her ears. 
For church wear and sueh fest­ 
ive occasions as a bnll-fight or función del 
gallo, she has a blue or black cotton reboso 
—a sort of long shawl—which, w ith one 
careless toss, she winds lightly over her head 
and shoulders. The m uchacha is always 
the same—w hether she be the child of a 
peon or of a house servant, or even the 
heiress of a small farmer—a product pecu­ 
liar to rural Mexico; attractive in youth, 
an old woman at 30, yet unsophisticated 
as a baby if she lives to the age of 80. She 
is governed by the 


TROPICAL INSTINCTS 
O f a passionate race, rather than by the 
tram m els of education ; coquettish by na­ 
ture, yet as innocent of premeditated gross­ 
ness as was Eve before the fashion of fig 
leaves. As may be imagined, the m anner 
in which such a creature is wooed and won 
hym em ally is as unique as herself. She is 
ham pered by no such rigid rules of eti­ 
quette as environ her aristocratic neighbor, 
Jacinta, whose courtship and marriage we 
lately witnessed; therefore the Mexican Hat- 
dee, following the bent of her inclination, 
does her full share of the wooing, and if 
crossed in love or aroused to jealousy has 


been known to handle a dagger with the 
fury of a Jael. 
Gauntry youth of this class ‘‘pair off' 
naturally as birds m ate in spring-time, 
and do not appear to consider privacy in any 
way essential to the plighting of their 
vows. 
Indeed the first declaration of pref­ 
erence, and that most prized by the recipi­ 
ent, is generally made in public at some 
grand función de tarros (bull-fight), or in 
course of those other favorite equestrian 
sports known as bull-tailing, or el gallo, 
the roozters. 
W hat dancing and roller-skating are to 
young Americans, these equestrian djver- 
tisements are to the boys and girls of rural 
Mexico. If a bull-fight is to be held any­ 
where w ithin a radius of tw enty miles, to 
deprive a m uchacha of going would be to 
inflict upon her the severest of punish­ 
ments, for there the gallant rancheros dis­ 
play their prowess, agility and graceful 
horsemanship, and there they indicate to 
all their little world who are their cmtejas, 
or sweethearts, each by laying at the bare, 
brown feet of his chosen m uchacha the 
trophies he wins. 
Bull-fights have been so often described 
that we need not enter into their details 
h ere; but that sport called 
CALLEA DE TOBEOS, 
Or bull-tailing, can seldom be seen except 
in remote rural communities. 
It is per­ 
formed by a num ber of men and boys on 
horseback, who, starting together at a given 
signal, pursue a bull which has been sud­ 
denly liberated on an open plain, the ob­ 
ject being to see who shall first reach the 
animal, catch him by the tail and throw 
him to the ground. This seems an impos­ 
sible feat, but is easily accomplished when 
one knows how ; that is, if one is an ex­ 
pert horseman and is sufficiently strong. 
H aving secured a firm hold of the bull s 
tail, the horsem an throws one leg over it, 
and wheeling his horse suddenly outward, 
jirks the m addened and astonished torro 
off his feet, when he rolls over and over in 
the dust, bellowing with fright and pain. 
W hen an anim al is thrown, instantly the 
victor whips out his om nipresent dagger 
and cuts off the top of the bull's tail, with 
which he gallops away in trium ph as the 
crowning proof of his prowess, and pre­ 
sents it to his sweetheart, who thenceforth 
wears it pinned upon the bosom of her 
chemise as proudly as patrician Juanita 
would wear a lover’s flowers or diamonds 
upon her satin gown. 
El gallo is a tar more revolting perform­ 
ance, and, fortunately for the feathered 
tribes, is more rarely practiced than either 
of those above mentioned. 
In this so- 
called sport a rooster, or any other large 
bird, is tied up by the legs (alive) to a tree, 
or to a tall stake driven into the ground, 
and his head and neck are smeared with 
grease. The horsemen, starting all to­ 
gether in line, strive to be first to reach the 
rooster, to sieze it by the neck while in full 
gallop, burst the thongs which secure it 
and rides off w ith the prize. The well- 
greased head is sure to slip through the 
fingers of one after another of the contest­ 
ants, who m ust ride by at the top of their 
speed. 
As soon as one is in possession of 
the Bird he gallops away more furiously 
than ever, pursued by ail the rest, whose 
object now is to wrest the trophy from 
him . In the struggle that ensues, of course 
the poor fowl is literally torn in pieces; 
but those who have secured the bloody 
scraps present them to their cmtejas, who 
joyfully receive them as tokens of love. 
A m uchacha who has been thus pub­ 
licly honored, if she accepts the torn-up 
remains of the rooster (as she is sure to do 
unless already promised to another gal­ 
lant), is considered " engaged” to the donor 
for weal or woe. 
> 
Frequently no other ceremony is deemed 
necessary to constitute a marriage, and on 
the strength of it—w ithout even a change 
of garments for the bride—they build their 
jacal and settle down to housekeeping— 
precisely as their fathers and mothers did 
before th

London, February 1 1 ,1887. 
On the 2Cth of January we sailed from 
New York on the North German Lloyd 
line of steamers. These vessels are large 
and powerfully made. 
The engines are 
heavy and capable of driving the vessels at 
the rate of eighteen miles an hour against 
a heavy wind. The waiters are polite and 
attentive, and on the whole this may be con­ 
sidered one of the best, if not the best, line 
running between England and America. 
On reaching Southampton we went to 
the Northwestern H otel—a hotel at the 
railroad station. Here we met with our 
first experience in connection with the sys­ 
tem of feeing, which is so universal here. 
W e had to fee the man who pointed out 
the hotel to us. After paying the barber 
who shaved me I had to pay him a penny 
for having failed to cut my th ro a t; and I 
was told that the man who failed once to 
give the barber his penny would have his 
throat gashed on the next occasion. Two 
pence induced the porter to take m y trunk 
at once to the room. 
W ithout this he 
would have meditated upon the subject for 
two hours before attem pting to take the 
baggage upstairs. The cham berm aid was 
induced to bring a lunch to the room 
for a private pecuniary consideration, but 
the head steward said that it would take 
him three-quarters of an hour to prepare 
i t : of this he was positive. 
A pecuniary 
consideration made him far less positive, 
and in five m inutes it was ready. H e sent 
up word with the lunch that, as it was hot, 
an extra fee had to be paid to the head 
stew ard; and a m oment later the cham ber­ 
maid knocked at the door to ask a shilling 
for extra 
services, and she desired to 
know whether 
her services 
would be 
wanted the next day. At this point I 
made up my m ind to see the “ m anager,” 
as they call hotel proprietors here. 
I saw 
him aiid told him of the demands which 
had been made. H e said that the servants 
had no right whatever to m ake such de­ 
mands. and told me not to pay them. 
He 
then informed me that such demands would 
be made throughout England, and said that 
if I desired any attendance at all many of 
them m ust be paid, but advised me to pay 
nothing except on leaving the hotels. Fees 
have to be paid for everything, and every­ 
thing has to be paid for. 
Men respectably 
dressed on the street, if they walk a few 
yards to point out a street to you, expect a 
penny or half-penny. 
RAILROAD CONVENIENCES. 
The Englishm an seems to be fond of in ­ 
convenience. Their little cars are divided 
up into close little apartm ents not much 
larger than dry-goods boxes, and in these 
apartm ents are two seats extending all the 
way across the car. and on each of these 
benches sit five people facing each other, 
their knees touching, and they are crowded 
into these air-tight boxes like sardines. 
The sides of the cars are composed of doors 
opening into these boxes, aiid men at the 
stations throw these doors open at each 
station and close them with successive 
bangs as the trains move off 
There are no 
conductors and no brakemen. The cars 
are sm all (three of them could be put in­ 
side of ours), and the locomotives look like 
toys. They stait when a m an at the s’a- [ 
tion waves a flag; and, on starting, the 
whistle is blown m aking a noise sound- | 
ing like that produced by blowing into the . 
head of a key. 
Every one rides second or 
third-class, and John Bull thinks that he 
is moving on the brink of eternity if he is 
going at the rale of twelve miles an hour.

two hours. 
The copy was in nonpareil, 
and the printer was especially directed to 
set it up in that type. 
Having received 
these directions he printed it in brevier, 
and spaced it in su ch a manner that any 
foreman in America would have felt dis­ 
graced to see it go out of the office in such 
a condition. 
He altered it. having before 
him some other printed m atter which I 
gave him to show him the form in which I 
wanted it printed, and when he altered it 
he set up this other m atter and added it to 
the rest. 
After a week he got it straight­ 
ened out. 
But any hum an being-w ho has 
such an intense desire, as every English­ 
man seems to lfltve, to ride in the hideously 
ugly conveyance which be calls a hansom, 
is bound to' make blunders in printing. 


th e hansom 
Is a covered carriage on two wheels in 
whicn sits the passeuger, and just back of 
the roof, and above it. sits, well-wrapped in 
his overcoat, the driver, holding reins 
which run like a jibstay on a ship to the 
horse's head, and this head is held up by 
the harness like a bowsprit. As his body 
and that of the passenger is back of the 
axletree, the shafts are about the horse’s 
ears, or above them , and the belly-band is 
lifting him up, until he feels as if he were 
treading on air. This to the horse m ust be 
an unpleasant feeling, as the shoes on them 
in this country are perfectly smooth, and 
the horses in consequence go along with an 
uncertain tread—a tread which seems to 
make them feel as if they were skating. 
The underground road is a great institu­ 
tion. On these roads you can go to almost 
any part of London in a few moments. 
Strangers should always ask for inform a­ 
tion from the police officers. They are al­ 
ways courteous and obliging, and, I am 
told, will accept no fees. 
W hat strikes a stranger most here, is the 
healthy and'ruddv appearance of the peo­ 
ple ; and this I believe to be partly due to 
w hat has been so often mentioned before— 
the fact that men and women are always 
walking—and partly to the fact that they 
do not work themselves to death. Sunday 
is with them a day of absolute rest from 
business. Every man. woman and child 
goes to church once on Sunday and during 
the day they take a long walk. This, how­ 
ever, is their daily practice, and the women 
seem to think nothing of a walk of three or 
four mile3. In fact this is partly forced 
upon them by high rates of transportation. 


' 
TH IN G S AS T H E Y ARE. 
I expected to find a city of old and time- 
stained buildings—buildings in the shape 
and built after the fashions of an tiq u ity ; 
but everything has a modern appearance, 
and it m ight well be imagined that London 
was not over a hundred years old. 
In 
fact it is hard to think of it as being older. 
It is a wonderfully clean city—the middle 
of the streets being as clean as the pave­ 
ments. 
I bad the good fortune to learn of a 
boarding-house kept by the Misses W arner, 
32 Dorset Square, two ladies from Boston. 
The house is kept on the American plan, 
and in th is land of fees it seems like a 
harbor of refuge. 
No feeing is permitted 
in the honse, and you have the pleasure of 
knowing that you are paying two dollars 
and fifty cents and no more, and that there 
is no lurking possibility that you may be 
bankrupted by extras.' The rooms and 
table are excellent. 
I intend to go on 
Monday to Oxford, where I will give a 
reading from m y dram atic works. I will 
go then to Cambridge and next to Stratford 
on the Avon.

CALIFORNIA. 


THE DERIVATION OF OUR STATE’S 
NAME. 


P re s e r v a tio n o f t h e D ead.—In speak* 
ing of the preservation of dead bodies, 
Gaillard’s Medical Monthly says that Ed­ 
ward I., who died in 1307, was found not 
decayed 463 years subsequently. The flesh 
on his face was a little wasted, but not 
putrid. The body of Canute, who died in 
1017, was found’ fresh in 1766. Those of 
W illiam the Conqueror and his wife were 
perfect in 1522. 
In 1569 three Roman 
soldiers, in the dress of the country, fully 
equipped with arms, were dug ont of a peat 
moss near Aberdeen. 
They were quite 
fresh and plu .np after a lapse of about 1,500 
years. In 1717 the bodies of Lady Kilsyth 
and her infant were embalmed. 
In 1796 
they were found as perfect as in the hour 
thev were embalmed. 
Every feature and 
limb was fail. The infant’s features were 
as composed as if he had only been asleep 
for eighty y ears; his color was as fresh and 
his flesh as plum p and full as in the per- 


A G enuine W ild Indian who Organized a 
Com m ercial Company. 
Some interesting facts connecting Sacra­ 
m ento with the early occupation of this 
coast with Indians and white m en jointly 
is furnished by the first volume of Ban­ 
croft’s History of Oregon, which ha3 al­ 
ready been reviewed in these columns. 
The volume referred to shows that the first 
Indian agent appeared in Oregon in 1842. 
He endeavored at once to place the wild na­ 
tives under the res.raints of law. 
H e drew 
u p a long code, specifving erimes ana their 
punishm ent, and induced the Nez Perces 
to accept them . The leading chiefs adm in­ 
istered the laws and Hogged their offending 
followers; but a neighboring tribe, the 
Cayuses. declared that the laws intro­ 
duced had done more harm than good, 
giving the chiefs an 
excuse 
for petty 
tyranny. And when the agent called them 
together, and proposed tbat they, too, ac­ 
cept the laws, the chief Peupeumoxmox 
arose and inquired : " W hereare these laws 
from? Are they from God, or from the 
earth? I hope that you will say that they 
are from God ; but Í think they are from 
the earth, because, from what I know of 
white men, they do not honor these laws.” 
W hen told that the laws were recognized 
by God, and imposed on men in all civi­ 
lized countries, the chief expressed him ­ 
self as pleased to hear that it was so, be­ 
cause many of his men had been angry 
with him when they were whipped for 
crimes, and had declared that he would be 
sent to hell for it. 
He was an intelligent 
savage, aud being rich as well, possessed 
great influence among his people. 
Peupeumoxm ox, indeed, has been called 
a magnificent man by a writer who met 
him in the W alla W ulta wilderness. 
See­ 
ing the example of the whites- who began 
to invade his territory, he decided to bring 
in cattle for the use of his own people. 
Accordingly, be organized an expedition 
and started for California, where he in­ 
tended to exchange ¿be furs and horses he 
took along for the scrawny, long-horned 
cattle of that Mexican province. 
The 
journey was fraught with danger, as they 
were obliged to pass through a country 
inhabited by tribes with whom they were 
nor friendly ; but being well m ounted and 
equipped, 
they 
reached 
California 
in 
safety. The chief led his party to Sutter’s 
Fort in this city, where he was well 
received by the white population. An agree­ 
m ent to trade was entered into, and all 
went well till some of his party brought 
in a prize of twenty-two stolen anim als 
which they had succeeded in recapturing 
from a band of robbers. But when the 
anim als were brought into the settlements 
they were reclaimed by their former own­ 
ers' The Oregon chiefs remonstrated, say­ 
ing that in their country, the horses having 
been recovered from an enemy at the risk 
of life, would belong to those who recap­ 
tured them . 
But the owners insisted that 
according to the California law a transfer- 
m ark wa3 necessary before the animals 
ceased to be their property. 
But Peupeu- 
moxinox was sulky and would not reply to 
their 
arguments, so negotiations 
were 
broken off, and the Indians returned to 
Oregon without accomplishing their pur­ 
pose. This attem pt is, perhaps, the high­ 
est imitation of civilization attained by the 
Oregon Indians. 
It was a voluntary busi­ 
ness organization among savages. 
The chief was accompanied tbCalifornia 
by his son. who had been converted by the 
missionaries and received the name of Eli­ 
jah Heddiog. 
A graphic report of Elijah's 
death there was sent by the Oregon Indian 
Agent to the Secretary of W ar. As the 
Story goes, though of doubtful veracity, 
the Indians had brought in their recovered 
stolen animals, when an American saw a 
mule among them that he had owned. 
He 
roughly demanded his property, and de­ 
clared that he would take it him self if it 
were not promptly surrendered 
There­ 
upon Elijah deliberately loaded his rifle, 
and turning to the American said signifi­ 
cantly : 
“ Go, now, and take your m ule.” 
The white nmn. considerably alarmed, ask­ 
ed Elijah if he intended to kill him . 
“ Oh 
no,” carelessly replied the young chief. " I 
am only going to shoot that eagle on yon­ 
der tree." 
Bui his looks and m anner be­ 
lied his tongue, and the American thought 
it best to leave the mule. 
On the following S inday some of the 
natives attended religious services at Sut­ 
ter’s Fort. 
After the close Elijah was in­ 
vited into another apartm ent. 
Here he 
was menaced, and 
suhjected to much 
wordy abuse. 
Finally the man who had 
disputed about the m ule said to Kiijah : 
"Y esterday you were going to kiil m e; 
now you must die,” drawing a pistol as he 
spoke. 
” Let me pray a little first,” said 
Elijah, as he dropped to his knees, and he 
was shot dead in that attitude. 
A tone time Peupeumoxmox became en­ 
raged witti McKinley, a fur trader of the 
Hudson's Bay Company, because a clerk 
at the Fort had seized nis son for a slight 
thef:. The savage, in a passion, was about 
to do violence to the chief trader, wh?n 
McKinley quickly grasped a keg of powder 
and placed it in the middle of the apart­ 
m ent. Then he stood over it, ready to 
touch it oft at the first hostile movement. 
Not wishing to be blown up, Peupeumox- 
mox became cooler and was induced to 
listen to reason. 
Efforts to convert his nation were then 
being made by two rival religious sects, and 
a representative of one visited the chief. 
After the m anner of an Indian gossip, the 
illustrious savage referred to the subject of 
the other missionaries, taking occasion to 
rem ark that he had been solicited to give 
them a place for a station, but that he had 
refused. 
W ith true Indian cunning, he 
added that the other missionaries had pro­ 
nounced the diseases from which the Indi­ 
ans were then suffering as an affliction 
from God on account of their heresy, know­ 
ing well the fever into which such a state­ 
m ent would throw his hearer. 
Peupeumoxmox was reputed to have 
been so far benefited by his observations 
in California, as to give good counsel to his 
people on his return. 
W hen a messenger 
came to him and reported the W hitm an 
massacre, he asked the courier what part 
he had taken in the ruurder. On his an­ 
swering that he had killed several persons, 
the chief said: 
“ Take that fellow, and 
hang him to the nearest tree.” 
H e is said, 
also, to have warned the Cayuses, when 
they proposed to go to war w ith the Amer­ 
icans, not to m ake the m istake of consider­ 
ing the settlers cowards because they would 
not fight when they came in as im m igrants 
incum bered w ith their families and prop­ 
erty. although thev had been robbed and 
insulted. H e had been iu California, and 
seen that when it came to fighting, every 
American was a man ; that, if war was be­ 
gun, all the Indians would be killed off.

I became m uch interested in this sub­ 
ject, and wrote to the Librarian of the Brit­ 
ish Museum, asking him if there was such 
a work iu his library. 
In due tim e a reply 
came from G. K. Fortescue, the Librarian, 
informing me that there was, and that in 
Chapter 157 the name of California ap­ 
pears. 
Mr. Fortescue kindly offered to 
nave the chapter copied for me, which I

ish. I then applied to Camilo Martin, Con­ 
sul for Spain, who made for uie a literal 
translation, in which he aimed te repro­ 
duce in English the quaint idiom of the 
original.

As the commander of the expedition sent 
out by Cortez did not discover Lower Cali­ 
fornia until 1534, and a3 the romance was 
so popular that it passed rapidly through a 
num ber of editions, it is reasonable to in­ 
fer that the nam e California had its origin 
in the fertile brain of the author, Mr. H ale 
seems to have been the first to discover and 
publish these facts.

CHA PTER CLVII. 
The marvelous and not thought of succor with 
which the Queen Calafia came to the Port cf 
Constantinople in favor o f the Turks. 
I wish you now to know a thing the most 
strange which ever either in writing or in 
people’s memory could be found, by which 
the city was tne following day on the point 
of being lost, and how from there where 
the danger came, salvation 
came to it. 
Know then that to theright hand of tb ein - 
dies, there was an island called California, 
very near the part of the teirestial l ’sra- 
dise, and which was inhabited by black 
women, w ithout there being among them 
even one man that their style oflivingw as 
alm ost like that of the Amazons.

rear them ; and when they wereaecustomed 
to them, they would feed them with these 
men and with the male children they bore, 
so often and with such cunning that they 
very wed learned to know them, and never 
did them any barm . Any man who landed 
on the island was at once killed and eaten 
by them ; and though they m ight be glut­ 
ted, they would not the less take them and 
lift them up, flying through the air. and 
when tired of carrying them , they would 
let them fall, where they would be killed 
at once. Well, at the time when these great 
men of the pagans departed with large 
fleets, as history has already told you, 
there reigned in said Island of California a 
Queen very tall in stature, very handsome 
for one of them , of blooming age, desiring 
in her thoughts to do great deeds, valiant 
in spirit, aud in cunning of her fearless 
heart, more so than any of the others that 
before her reigned iu that seigniory.

Many a fine anim al has been 
seriously injured" by being placed in the 
hands of a botch. A reporter learned many 
interesting details upon the subject trom 
Jam as O’Neill, the successor of the late Dan 
Mace. 
■ Mace,” said Mr. O'Neill, “ was the most 
skillful shoer of horses in the world. 
His 
establishm ent gáined a reputation all over 
the c. untry. 
He approacbeJ tbe m atter in 
a strictly scientific m anner. 
I was with 
him for m any years, and can thank him 
for m uch of my knowledge. 
W hen he 
died he left me his horses and his business. 
The value of a horse is m ainly dependent 
upon the soundness of bis feet. H e may 
be perfect in every other respect, but if be 
has a bad foot no intelligent horseman 
would want him . 
Y’ou can see. therefore, 
how im portant it is that his shoes fit. If 
they are too sm all they will cramp and 
pinch his feet, and may eventually m ake 
him lame. 
For this reason all fine ani­ 
m als should be carefully fitted with hand­ 
made shoes. There are some large facto­ 
ries in this country that turn out thousands 
of horseshoes every day. These may do 
well enough for the ordinary working 
horses, but the man who would place such 
shoes upon the feet of a well-bred roadster 
would be insane. 
“ Allowances have lo be made for exces­ 
sive heat and cold, which expands or con­ 
tracts the metal. 
We have to m ake allow­ 
ances also for the nature of the anim al. 
H e may have a peculiar m anner of step­ 
ping, which can be remedied by changing 
the weight of his shoes. To illustrate to 
you how im portant a consideration this is, 
I have only to tell you that it is possible 
to change a pacer into a trotter by increas­ 
ing tbe weight upon his forefeet. This Las 
often been done, 
a liorse cannot pace 
with heavy fore-shoes. They have a tend­ 
ency to m ake him take longer steps and 
throw his feet ont straight forward. 
Fre­ 
quently veterinary surgqpns have to ask 
my advice. A horse m aybe lam e and they 
cannot ascertain tbe cause. Often it is be­ 
cause he is improperly shod. 
Horses are 
subject also to corns, tbe same as hum an 
beings. 
Sometimes we pare them until 
they gradually disappear. 
We also burn 
them out.”— New York Mail and Express. 


l ’o w e r o f E le c tric L ig h t. 
President H enry Morton, of the Stevens 
Institute of Technology, recently made 
measurements of the electric lamps used in 
the stre ts of Bridgeport, Conn , at the re­ 
quest of a committee of tbe Board of Al­ 
dermen of the city, and in an official re­ 
port to that body sa y s: “ The average 
candle-power of these fifteen lights when 
measured was about 1,100 candles, or in 
exact figures, 1,111 Cindies. Inoth»r words, 
each lam p on tbe average gave as much 
light as though about 1 100 candles were 
burning in its place. 
As compared with 
the electric lights used for lighting the 
streets of our cities generally, this is a very 
good showing. I bad occasion some tíme 
since to m easure tbe light of a num ber of 
the lamps used in the streets of New Y oik 
city, and found that the best of them only 
reached 800 candles. 
It has been custom­ 
ary every since tbe introduction of electric 
lighting for the electric companies to call 
their ordinary street lights ‘ 2,000 candle- 
power lights.’ though they have not pos­ 
sessed auy such actual efficiency. 
If, there­ 
fore, you were to hold your electric light 
company to their contract, they m ight 
reasonably claim that the term ‘ 2.ÓÓ0- 
candle power' had become a technical ex­ 
pression, m eaning only a light of the usual 
efficiency trom 500 to 1,000 actual candle- 
power by direct m easurem ent.”— New York 
Times.

CHAMPION 
OF GOVERNMENTAL 
TYRANNY, 


The San Francisco Chronicle is a living 
example of the truth of the provérb, 
“ Hypocrisy is the only tribute which vice 
pays to virtue.” It pretends to great 
friendship for .the people; for the weak el­ 
ements of society. Like Uriah Heap, it is 
“ so humble,” and, like Uriah Heap, its 
garb of humility is simply the disguise un­ 
der which it may safely aid any scheme of 
rapacity and plunder in the promotion of 
which it may find employment. Recently 
the House of Representatives refused to 
make an appropriation of two millions of 
dollars claimed by the Central Pacific 
Railroad for carrying the mails and muni­ 
tions of war over the leased lines operated 
in connection with the main line of road. 
This refusal was justified upon the theory 
ill at some time in the year 1896 or 1897 
the road would owe the Government a 
large amount of money, growing out of a 
loan of credit under the Acts of 1862 and 
1864. 
It was not contended by any mem­ 
ber of the House of Representatives that 
the indebtedness of the road to the Govern­ 
ment was due or that the obligation would 
mature prior to the future date already 
named. It was simply and openly claimed 
that at a future date—that is, about ten 
years hence—an obligation against the 
road would mature. The Government, 
however, employed the road in the per­ 
formance of certain services for which it 
owed under the contract, and the implica­ 
tion of contract immediate payment. 
The 
question as to whether the obligation due 
from the road to the Government had cur­ 
rent or future maturity has long since been 
adjudicated. 
The claim of the Govern­ 
ment to the repayment of the credit ex­ 
tended to aid in the construction of the 
road, prior to the maturity of the bonds, 
has been the subject of judicial examina­ 
tion in the Supreme Court of the United 
States, and judgment has been rendered by 
that august tribunal in favor of the com­ 
pany. The House, however, in utter dis­ 
regard of all the principles of commercial 
honesty, decided to so modify the terms of 
the agreement between the company and 
the Government that the payment of these 
$2,000,000 which the Government had in 
its hands, should anticipate the maturity of 
the obligation due from the company to 
the Government. 
And now comes 
the San Francisco 
Chronicle to declare that the Government 
of the United States, that is to Bay the peo­ 
ple of the United States, in their aggre­ 
gated capacity, are not bound by the rules 
of common or commercial honesty, which 
rest upon men in their individual capacity. 
that, whereas it is scoundrelism in an indi­ 
vidual to repudiate the obligation of a con­ 
tract, it is a virtue in an aggregated per­ 
sonality called Government. The essen­ 
tial character of men may always be deter­ 
mined by the theories congenial to their 
understanding. We may, therefore, reason­ 
ably conclude that the advocate of scoun­ 
drelism in government is personally and 
privately honest through coercion. The 
person whose conception of honesty in 
dealings between an individual and the 
aggregated personality called Government 
finds apology for the repudiation of the 
obligation of a contract because the physi­ 
cal power to do so exists, would probably 
take advantage of any physical or legal 
power to practice the same vice in his own 
private conduct. The standards of justice 
in his own mind are low ; he is therefore 
not conscious of the enormity of a wrong 
when committed by one who can do so 
without legal accountability. Hence, we 
find the Chronicle saying: “ There is no 
legal obstacle to prevent the Government 
from compelling the carrier to transport 
mails, troops, and the like, without any 
compensation at all.” 
The Cltronick’s 
standard of honesty as revealed by this 
wretched apology, resembles that of Lord 
Clive, who, when convicted of having 
robbed the Indian Princes, replied: “Gen­ 
tlemen, when I remember my opportu­ 
nities, I marvel at my moderation.” There 
being no legal obstacle to the commission of 
a greater act of tyranny and oppression, 
the Chronicle thinks that the railroad com­ 
pany should be consoled for the loss of two 
millions by the reflection that it was not 
four or six, or some other greater sum. 
This line of ethics runs en all-fours with 
the high-minded, chivalrous highwayman, 
who robs a stage-load of passengers of their 
purses, and tenderly leaves to some lady 
her watch, moved to merciful generosity 
by the discovery that it was the gift of her 
dead mother. 
The honest fellow could 


have taken the watch; there was no physi­ 
cal obstacle to his doing so, nothing to re­ 
strain him but that high 
principle of 
honor which should animate the bosom of 
every honest highwayman. The Govern­ 
ment, finding itself in possession of two 
millions of dollars which is due to a cor­ 
poration, takes forcible possession, and 
converts the money 
to Its own use, 
upon the theory that ten years hence 
an 
obligation 
against 
the 
corpora­ 
tion 
will mature. It does this with­ 
out 
allegation 
that 
the 
corporation 
is attempting to commit any fraud, without 
any assumption that the corporation is not 
a party observant of all the covenants be­ 
tween itself and the Government, without 
the slightest intimation or claim that any 
part of the obligation due from the cor­ 
poration to the Government has matured ; 
and the Chronicle, with enfeebled moral 
conviction, comes to its rescue witli the 
pitiful plea that the corporation ought to 
be content because no legal obstacle exists 
to even a greater act of w rong and Of- 
pression. 
“ The Constitution of the United States, 
which is the supreme law of the land.” 
says the Chronicle, “ nowhere provides that 
Congress may not pass a law impairing the 
obligation of a contract. The inliibitiou 
is limited expressly to the States, and does 
not apply to the United States.” 
To the conception of the Chronicle, the 
framers of the Constitution deemed it a 
monstrous invasion of the rights of citi­ 
zens to permit the passage of a law ini 
pairing 
the 
obligation 
of 
contracts. 
Against this species of scoundrelism in 
legislation it took pains to protect the citi­ 
zens of this country as against the action 
of the States; but it reserved to the Gov­ 
ernment of the United States the power 
to abrogate at will its undertaking, regard­ 
less of the injury which might be inflicted, 
and unmindful of the ■ tyranny which 
would be established by that practice. 
How soothingly congenial is any theory of 
scoundrelism to the mind of a scoundrel. 
The framers of the Constitution evidently 
had some dim notion that States and Gov­ 
ernments were bound by the same law of 
natural honesty which should guide the 
conduct of individuals; that that pro 
ceeding which would Be outrageous, mon­ 
strous and wrong in a State could not be 
lovely, honest and virtuous in a nation; 
that the standard of honesty applicable to 
the dealings of individuals with each 
other should be maintained as between 
the States and individuals, or between in­ 
dividual citiréns of a State. 
But, to the 
Chronicle’s conception, the founders of the 
Government reserved the right to practice 
this species of tyranny and outrage as one 
of the high and noble prerogatives of the 
General Government. 
At the time of the adoption of the Con­ 
stitution the preservation of the rights of 
the citizen was relegated to the States, and 
the object of the framers of the Constitu­ 
tion of the Untied States was to protect 
the citizens of the United States whose 
citizenship had root primarily in the States 
of which they were residents against that 
species of legislative tyranny which would 
impair the obligation of a past contract. 
The group of powers prohibited by the 
Constitution to the States, in which that 
under consideration is found, is very sig­ 
nificant and instructive. The Constitution 
says: “ No State shall pass any bill of at­ 
tainder, ex post facto law, law impairing 
the obligation of a contract, or grant any 
title of nohiliD*.” 
All these prohibitions 
arc grouped as cognate attributes of abso­ 
lutism. 
Now, does the Chronicle contend 
that no legal obstacle exists to the passage 
of a bill of attainder, ex post facto law, or 
law impairing the obligation of a contract, 
or the granting of a title of nobility, by 
the Congress of the United States ? The 
Constitution was a bill of rights established 
as the supreme law of the land, guaran­ 
teeing to the citizens of the United States 
protection against the usurpations of the 
old 
forms of monarchy and tyranny; 
and the Chronicle, as the pretended friend 
of the people, stands forth by the logic of 
its apology for Governmental dishonesty, 
to declare that there exists no legal obsta­ 
cle to the passage of a bill of attainder, 
ex post facto law, law impairing the obli­ 
gation of a contract, or the granting of 
titles of nobility by the Congress of the 
United States, simply because the exercise 
of these powers was denied to the Stales by 
the National Constitution, and not express­ 
ly prohibited to the General Government. 
It was clearly the intention of the Consti­ 
tution to protect the citizens of the United 
States against all these acts of tyranny and 
oppression. The prohibition of these pow­ 
ers to the State establishes standards of 
public honesty for the States, and guaran­ 
tees a degree of civil liberty to the citi­ 
zens of the United States by which the 
General Government is itself bound. Un­ 
der the Constitution a citizen is guar­ 
anteed against the wrong of attainted 
blood, the injustice of an ex post facto 
law, the legislative dishonesty of impair­ 
ing the obligation of a past contract, and 
the monstrous absurdity of granting titles 
of nobility. All these Acts are prohibited 
to the States in a single sentence. And 
now comes a pretended friend of civil lib­ 
erty and popular rights, and for the pur­ 
pose of disguising its illicit practice of 
commerce with corporations and monetary 
associations, declares that the General 
Government has reserved to itself the 
right of exercising all these attributes of 
absolutism— that the Government is not 
bound by the standards of honesty estab- 
ed for the States. To maintain its appear­ 
ance of hostility to corporations, the Chron­ 
icle approves of one of the grossest acts of 
tyranny which has characterized the Gov­ 
ernment of the United States in all its his­ 
tory. The Government is a party to a 
contract. It claims the right to be a party 
observant or a party delinquent in a 
manner as grossly brutal as has ever been 
resorted to by the most vulgar bully. The 
Chronicle applauds, because it wishes to be 
understood as the enemy to corporations. 
Verily the surrender of great principles of 
civil liberty to the exigencies of tempor­ 
izing expediency is the office of fools ; and 
to apologize for wanton acts of public dis­ 
honesty is the congenial employment of 
knaves. 


question involved is one between citizens 
of a common country, and whose interests 
and purposes should he one. The friends 
of the valley and of river navigation 
would have been less than men had they 
not protested as they did against the 
menace of the bill. 
They witnessed all 
manner of “ trades ” made to secure its 
passage, and might, had they been so dis­ 
posed, have laid them bare to public view. 
But they preferred to rest their case upon 
its merits, and trust to the sense of com­ 
mon justice characteristic of American 
communities, to justify them. 
Let the ad­ 
vice given often before be heeded; hy­ 
draulic mining methods are not so abso­ 
lutely essential to the prosperity of any 
section of the State as to place in peril 
greater interests, that they may he pro­ 
tected from the condemnation of the 
Courts.

ergy 
and 
money 
expended 
to 
maintain the system in the face of the 
judgment of the Courts, and the legisla­ 
tion of Congress, if projected in other 
direction, would bring 
to the mining 
regions greater prosperity than they can 
possibly secure by hydraulic mining. 
It 
is to be Imped the “ sliekens” question 
will not again be projected into legislation 
to permit the continuance of processes de­ 
structive of navigation and of river lands. 
That this cpiestion may be the more 
speedily put at eternal rest, and no longer 
haunt investments and make uneasy the 
valley people, let the Secretary of War he 
petitioned to extend the power given to 
him by Congress to proceed in the Courts 
to perpetually enjoin hydraulic mining. 
Until he is satisfied it has ceased, he can­ 
not use the money set apart for restoration 
and preservation of the Sacramento and 
Feather rivers. It is the timely thing to 
do to urge him to satisfy himself, as he 
may. 
This is best for both mountain and 
valley ; the sooner the question is taken 
out of the public mind the better for a ll; 
the sooner vain hopes on tiie one side, and 
tremulous fears on the other, are ended 
the better for all. 
For twelve years the 
contention has been maintained—let it be 
now ended, and the clog to the wheels of 
valley and mountain development be re­ 
moved. 


A LEGAL OPINION. 


THE OAM BILL. 
DEFEAT OF_____ 


The defeat of the bill to permit the 
erection of debris dams for the purpose of 
renewing old hydraulic mining processes 
behind them, will restore confidence in the 
valley. We entertain no sentiment of ex­ 
ultant triumph in this matter, for the 


In another part of this issue there is 
printed the opinion of the General So­ 
licitor of the Southern Pacific Company, 
upon the effect and tendency of the inter­ 
state commerce law. 
The acknowledged 
high legal attainments of Colonql Haymond, 
his clearness in reasoning, and the special 
study he has made of the subject of laws 
affecting the transportation question, will 
command for his opinion the widest read­ 
ing, and invite the closest scrutiny. 
The 
misapprehension should not obtain be­ 
cause a legal adviser is retained by a 
party intimately related to the questions 
passed upon by the counsel, that his opin­ 
ions there i are of necessity defensive of 
the client, 
'’he true counsel in examining 
a law for hi 
client and interpreting its 
provisions foi his guidance, divests him­ 
self, in fact, of i e relation of an advocate 
to a client and at ’mes a judicial attitude, 
asevere one, indei 1, that his client may 
not by reliance upon his judgment be led 
to his injury. 
Whoever reads the opinion 
to which we refer, will be impressed by 
the judicial calm that pervades it, and its 
perfectly impartial treatment of the sub­ 
ject in hand. There is no specious reason­ 
ing in it, no technical pleas or avoidance, 
hut perfectly frank and dispassionate ex­ 
amination of the new law in the light 
of the Constitution, the decisions of the 
Courts and the policy of the Government. 
It is not our purpose to recapitulate the 
argument or distract from the reading at­ 
tention the opinion should have, by synop­ 
tical reviews. 
Any attempt of that kind 
would be as unsatisfactory as unjust. 
But 
we may, without injustice to the docu­ 
ment, indicate in this place the chief con­ 
clusions reached. It is the opinion of the 
solicitor that the short and long haul 
clause that has been so much debated, if 
construed without prejudice and in the 
light of the history of transportation, legis­ 
lation, Court decisions and the Constitu­ 
tion does not inhibit the charge by railroad 
companies of a greater sum for a short than 
for a long haul in the same direction, so 
long as the charge for the short haul is 
just and reasonable. That is to say, the 
justice and reasonableness of the charge for 
a short haul is not affected by the fact 
that the carrier, under the imperative and 
unyielding demands of commercial compe­ 
tition, carries for a longer distance, for 
compensation Ie6s than that which justice 
and reasonableness would warrant him in 
making. That it is not undue preference 
or discrimination against places to carry 
short of the long haul, but within it, for 
instance, products out of a section to a sea- 
coast for cost, or even less than cost of car­ 
riage, rather than lose the transportation 
entirely or put an embargo on the move­ 
ment of the product. 
He poirits out that 
commerce makes no invidious distinctions, 
and that those places and persons which, 
by natural situation, do not come within 
the operation of its laws should not be 
heard to complain that transportation ad­ 
vantages are not given them equal to those 
that competition and natural commercial 
situation give to others, so long as the 
charge made to them for transportation 
service is just and reasonable. 
For the 
methods of reasoning employed that lead 
him up to this conclusion, and the law 
which fortifies it, the opinion should read 
carefully and in detail. 
It will lie found 
so simple, lucid, concisely stated, and so 
free from wordy entanglement and legal 
phraseology, that the reading is at once 
instructive and entertaining, and within 
the capacity of any layman competent to 
understand plain English and unambiguous 
sentences. 
The latter part of the opinion is devoted 
to & brief and pointed consideration of the 
political drift and tendency of this class 
of legislation. It is clearly stated to be 
the opinion of the solicitor that the steady 
movement of the country is toward a more 
centralized and stronger form of Govern­ 
ment; that the implied warrant of pow­ 
ers to the Federal Government is being 
more and more literally interpreted, and 
the doctrine of the reservation of all rights 
and powers in the States not expressly 
conferred upon the Federal Government 
by the Constitution, more and more nar­ 
rowed and retired. 
Under the law in 
question Colonel Haymond holds that 
this encroachment of Federal upon State 
power, goes 


the State from all control whatever of 
lineB of transportation related to interstate 
commerce. 
But the solicitor holds that 
the Courts will maintain the centralizing 
class of legislation, and that the part of 
wisdom and patriotism is to accept the 
situation and fairly try the experiment. 
This branch of the opinion will, for its 
political significance, be read with pro­ 
found interest, and will unquestionably 
evoke 
comment 
and, earnest 
debate 
throughout the whole country. 
The so­ 
licitor stands not alone in holding to this 
view. Others have entertained the same 
belief concerning the tendency of Federal 
legislation. Some of the most incisive and 
broadest-minded essayists and profoundest 
thinkers and jurists of the age concur in 
the conclusion reached, and for some 
months past the subject has been one of 
the chief topics to which their mono­ 
graphs in the leading reviews of the day 
have been devoted.

S p eed y S u p p ression o f th e O u tb reak by 
th e A u th o rities. 
S o fia , March 4th.—The 
Government 
authorities have placed under arrest thirty 
persons, including Karavelofl and Tsapoff, 
who were found to be in communication 
with the insurgents at Silistra and Rust­ 
chuk. They are also charged with being 
implicated in a plot to enlist thirty armed 
men for the purpose of creating a disturb­ 
ance here and adding to the complication 
with which the Regency have to contend. 
The rising at Rustchuk has been entirely 
suppressed. All the insurgent officers were 
either takeu prisoners, killed or wounded 
in battle with loyal troops, or drowned. 
The insurgents, after arresting the loyal 
officers and commander of the garrison, 
summoned the infantry to surrender, which 
they refused to do. Firing then began, 
and the mutineers were attacked by the 
militia, and forced to retreat. They were 
pursued and driven into the Danube by 
the infantry. The revolters took to the 
boats and endeavored to escape, but their 
boats were stopped by a gunboat, and they 
were compelled to yield. The Loyalists 
entered Silistra without opposition. They 
found there the corpse of Colonel Kristoff, 
commander of the garrison, who had been 
killed by liis men. The other officers es­ 
caped into Roumania.

The average tem perature for February was the lowest ever recorded at this station 
since records weie first kept, which was in 1853, althongh the lowest tem perature ever 
recorded in February was lower than the present one, being as low as 21° in 1884. The 
average m onthly velocity of wind that usually passes this station in February is 4,710 
miles. 
This m onth gave 6,305, or an excess of 1,605 m iles; in fact more wind passed 
over this city than has ever before been recorded for this m onth. The rainfall for this 
m onth has been greater upon only throe occasions in 38 years, being February, 1850, 
8 50 inches; 1867. 7.10 inches, and 1878, 8.04 inches, while this m onth has 6.28 inches. 
This m onth is 3.40 inches in excess of the average for 38 years. 
The m onth under dis­ 
cussion can therefore be said to be one of abnorm al meteorological features, such as the 
lowest mean tem perature ever recorded, the greatest am ount of wind, and the third in 
excessive precipitation.

tem perature of from 68 to 72—the desert sec­ 
tion of the southeastern portion of the State 
is brown ; the higher foothills and north­ 
erly portions of the coast, with a mean 
tem perature of from 52 to 60, is yellow; 
the m ountain oelt, the altitude of which 
causes a mean annual tem perature of from 
44 to 52, is designated with green, and the 
snow region of high Sierras, having a tem ­ 
perature of from 30 to 44, is in white. This 
arrangem ent not only enables determ ina­ 
tion as to the general topographical feature 
of the various portions of the State, but at 
the same rime associates them with the c l - 
matic conditions, and by comparisons with 
meteorological tables, made a part of the 
publication, comparisons may be drawn 
also w ith any of the leading resorts of the 
world. Taken as a whole, the map and its 
accompanying tables and data, compnses 
the most complete and effective presenta­ 
tion of the climatic and health advantages 
of the State that has ever been issued.

It is well known that the author of “ The 
Karen " made, previous to the publication of 
• The Bells” in Its eomplelcd form, as now 
issued In the published works of the poet, a 
“study” of his greatest descriptive poem, and 
printed it in a popular magazine long before the 
■work appeared in its present form. It originally 
consisted of but sixteen lines, while the revised 
version was built up to over 100. Tne published 
history of “ The Raven” should, it now seems, 
include the account of a juvenile poem by Poe, 
written when he was 18 years of age, while a 
student of the University of Virginia. These 
verses; which the author then named “ The De­ 
mon of the Fire,” contain obvious suggestions 
of the alliterate word painting adopted with 
powerful effect in “ The Raven,” and both in 
their rhythm and in the atmosphere of the 
supernatural investing them are significantly 
suggestiv.- of the weird and fateful pictures 
limned with so masterly a band in “The Raven.’ 
The original c opy of these verses was given by 
Poe to one of his Southern companions at the 
University. 
The poem has never been pub­ 
lished. 
THE DEMON OP THE FIRE. 
In the deepest death of midnight. 
While the sad and solemn swell 
Still was floating, faintly echoed 
From the forest’s chapel bell; 
Faintly, faltering, floating. 
O’er the sable waves of alrt 
That were through the miduight roiling. 
Chafed and billowy with the tolling, 
In my chamber I lay dreaming, 
And my dreams were dreams foreshadowed 
Of a iicart foredoomed to care.

PASTEURIZING OF WINES. 


T h e P rin cip les o f th e P rocess, tlie M eth­ 
ods a n d U tility. 
In a bulletin juat issued by Professor E. 
W . Hilgard, upon the principles and prac­ 
tice of pasteurizing of wines, he says : 
The essential point to pasteurizing is to 
heat wine to the tem perature of 150°, or 
thereabouts, out of contact with air. 
This 
heating should be done as quickly as possi­ 
ble, and after the proper tem perature has 
been reached it is best, other things being 
equal, to cool the wine as quickly as possi­ 
ble. 
Several objects are accomplished by this 
heating. The one most generally aimed at 
is to kill the germs of all kinds of fermen­ 
tation that may exist in the wine, in order 
that it may be safe from further changes 
under their influence. 
A nother is to ad­ 
vance the wine toward m aturity. Also, to 
forestall any further deposition of sediment 
by the coagulation of the album inous m at­ 
ters it ¡¡till C9n,»¡nsi ar"l which endanger 
its soundness. 
Tb* general plan in the construction of 
pasteurizers is usually the same as that of 
the various kinds of still condensers, only 
in this case the water around the worm is 
hot, and the cold wine, in passing through 
the worm, is heated to the proper point by 
allowing it 10 move with greater or less rap­ 
idity, in a solid colum n,so that a therm om ­ 
eter inserted at the exit end will show 
steadily the desired temperature. 
Beyond 
the thermometer, the wine passes into a 
cooler, from which it is delivered into the 
well-cleaned storage or shipping packages. 
In m any cases it is delivered into these di­ 
rectly from the pasteurizer and allowed to 
cool in the tightly-bunged casks. 
Wines of sufficient age. that have ceased 
to deposit sediment and are bottle-ripe, 
m ay be pasteurized in the bottles them ­ 
selves, in a water bath having the proper 
tem perature. This is the preferred practice 
in the case of high-class wiues. 
The 
temperature 
m ust 
be carefully 
guarded, since if it either rises too high, 
or continues too long even at its proper 
point, the wine may acquire a “ cooked ” 
taste, and may lose its natural bouquet. 
Im m ediately after the operation the wine 
is somewhat flat, bnt in the conrse of a few 
weeks not only fully recovers its zest, but 
is found very m uch advanced toward m a­ 
turity. 
U TILITY OF PASTEURIZATION, 
W hen it is considered to how great an 
extent the general use of the pasteurizing 
process can do away with the most serious 
difficulties under which California wine­ 
m akers labor, its importance can hardly be 
overestimated. Our h ot vintage season and 
the imperfect methods of fermentation still 
so commonly practiced, render our wines 
peculiarly liable to the introduction of 
noxious germs, which develop so soon as 
the after-fermentation is completed, if not 
sooner. Pasteurizing will put a final stop 
to these dangers, provided proper care and 
cleanliness is used in handling’them after­ 
ward. 
It is the common practice to ship our 
wines when very young, and they go to 
long distances and pass through great alter­ 
ations of temperature. Once pasteurized, 
they will stand this treatm ent w ithout m a­ 
terial d an g er.o r deterioration. If given 
rest for some weeks after the process, they 
m ay be fined, if necessary, and will arrive 
nearly as clear as they left the shipper. 
One of the most 
serious sources of 
com plaint against California wines in the 
Kast is that they "w ill not keep,” the 
cause being very generally the fact that, 
being too young to be bottled like im ­ 
ported wines of greater age, they undergo 


unsound fermentation in the bottles, as 
they still contain germ food, and possibly 
germs of all kinds. All this is done away 
w ith by pasteurizing, without the need of 
salicylic ad d and w ithout injury to the 
wine. 
. 
I believe that w hen these m atters are 
fully understood by our winem akers and 
shippers, the pasteurizing of wines before 
shipm ent will become the rule instead of 
the exception. 
A prudent shipper dealing 
with valuable wines, of the perfect sound­ 
ness of which he has the slightest doubt, 
will not jeopardize his pecuniary interest 
and his reputation by om itting so simple 
and inexpensive a means of insuring their 
perfect safety. 
W ines made with all proper 
precautions may still go, unscathed, as they 
come from the storage casks, but even the 
additional " a g e ” im parted by Pasteurs 
process will, when wines are properly 
graded and valued, generally pay for the 
labor involved.

Is Society T o-day Any M ore T em p erate 
T h au in F o rm e r D ays? 
In any comparison between the present 
generation and our grandfathers or great­ 
grandfathers, it is usually assumed that we 
are superior to* them in our temperate use 
of intoxicating liquors. 
Gentlemen no 
longer come reeling into the drawing-room 
after a debauch at the dinner table. 
Five- 
bottle men have gone the way of the world, 
and the days of prolonged potations are at 
an end. 
At a dinner party heavy drinking 
is regarded as a disgraceful anachronism, 
and a man who gets drunk excludes him ­ 
self from good society. All this is very 
true, but it does not prove the assertion 
that we are a more sober people than our 
grandfathers; it only proves that we do 
not get drunk in the same way as they did. 
It is quite possible to drink a good deal 
of liquor, even if strong liquor, without 
yieldiug 
to 
that absolute intoxication 
which reveals itself in inarticulate speech, 
staggering movements, or senseless stupor. 
A good deal depends on w hether the liquor 
is consumed at a sitting or in drams taken 
at intervals during the dav. Violent or 
helpless intoxication is but one among the 
many phases of drunkenness. It may be 
said that few men now allow themselves to 
be seen in this condition. Some of these 
are confirmed sots and are always tippling, 
but, as a rule, when men of this class get 
drunk it is not by means of habitual drams 
but as the natural conclusion of a drinkiDg 
bout in which they have engaged with the 
distinct expectation, if not expressly for 
the sake, of this result. There is a “ big 
drunk” occurring with more or less fre­ 
quency, and In the intervals they are per­ 
haps as sober as judges. This was once the 
wav in which gentlemen settled down to 
their cups, but the fashion has been grad­ 
ually descending in the social scale. 
But this is only one kind of drunken­ 
ness, aDd not in all respects the most dan­ 
gerous and destructive kind. 
Its very 
grossness and the violent external indica­ 
tions which accompanv it supply to some 
extent a warning, if not a corrective. It is 
a rock on which no vessel can split una­ 
wares. There is a sharp, unm istakable 
penalty for each carouse, which suggests 
reflection and encourages reform. If a man 
goes to the dogs in this m anner, he goes 
with his eyes open, and everybody can see 
plainly w hat has happened, and can put 
together cause and effect and draw the nec­ 
essary moral. 
It is the strong, still current 
of the stream above the falls, the fatal 
grip of which is not appreciated until it is 
too late to struggle against it, which is 
most to be dreaded. 
It is possible for a man to be very much 
the worse for drink, as the phrase is, both 
in a moral and physical sense, without 
showing it in his gait or speech, and even 
to be all but a confirmed drunkard without 
him self being more than faintly aware of 
the peril in which he stands. 
Hence the 
serious and alarm ing aspect of the kind of 
drunkenness that is now becoming so pre­ 
valent in society, even in quarters where it 
has hitherto been little suspected; drunk­ 
enness which, stopping short of absolute 
intoxication, takes the form of a perpetual 
and feverish craving for alcoholic excite­ 
ments, for nips and drams, for odd glasses 
of whisky straight and tipples of brandy 
at irregular hours. 
As a mere m at­ 
ter of 
hygiene, 
it 
would 
probably 
be better for 
a 
man 
to 
get 
fairly 
drunk once or twice every few weeks than . 
to yield him self in bondage to an evil de- j 
sire which, when once indulged, establishes 
ita dom inion by preying upon the stomach ! 
and destroying the appetite of its wretched ! 
victim, and thus compelling him to depend ¡ 
on stim ulants for sustenance. It is possible i 
for a tim e to make alcohol a substitute for i 
food, but, of course, it can only be for a ¡ 
time, and the end is certain, and often : 
swift in coming. 
There is, of coarse, a ! 
constant tendency to increase the dose. I 
and the tippler's condition is always be- j 
coming more pitiable and helpless; but his 1 
descent is smooth and not interrupted by j 
the shocks which pull up the more violent 
drunkard in his desperate 
career, and j 
alm ost compel him . in spite of himself, to 
reflect on the misery and 
degradation j 
which he is accumulating for himself.— 
Louisville Courier-Joumal.

OVERCOMING 
POISONOUS 
GASES. 


L ook O ut for Y our D rain F ip es L ead in g 
In to th e H ouse an d C leange T hem . 
Not long ago a lady in this city did her 
own kitchen work for a fortnight during 
the temporary absence of the girl. 
Shortly 
afterward she sickened, and finally died, 
and it was said from good authority that 
her death resulted from poisonous inhala­ 
tions from the kitchen waste-pipe during 
those two short weeks. I t does not neces­ 
sarily follow that any one else would have 
received sufficient poison to cause death in 
that length of time. Many persons are 
more susceptible than others, and there are 
times when the physical system is debilita­ 
ted and incapable of throw ing off disease. 
B ut it is an indisputed fact that sewer gas— 
whether from a street-sewer, a water-closet 
drain or a kitchen waste-pipe—if inhaled 
to any great extent will produce disease 
and death. The plum ber who cited this 
case said 
there 
was but one remedy. 
Disinfectants, so-called, 
will not reach 
the bottom at all. 
H ot soap-snds, while 
they cleanse the surface, do not pene­ 
trate 
to 
the 
seat 
of 
the 
trouble, 
and the poison is still pervadiDg tne entire 
house. The sim ple cure is concentrated 
lye. Open a can at the soft end, immerse 
it in a kettle of water (about a gallon) and 
boil until the contents are entirely dis­ 
solved. Then, wlifile boiling het, pour it 
into the corners and down the waste-pipe 
of the sink. The effect is alm ost magical. 
The clearness of the atm osphere will be 
felt imm ediately 
I know of one instance 
bearing on this subject which I will m en­ 
tion. A girl working for a family living in 
a one-story cottage had frequent headaches 
of a very obstinate character, so m uch so 
that she would be sick in bed for a day at a 
time. She was also annoyed with nose­ 
bleed quite as often. A reliable physician 
prescribed for her, but the relief was very 
slight. There had been a very disagreeable 
sm ell from the sink for some time, and 
everything had been done that could be 
thought 
of to 
purify it, but without 
avail, 
until 
the 
lady 
was 
told 
to 
try 
concentrated 
lye. 
The 
drain 
from 
the 
sink was 
an old-fashioned 
wooden spout. 
W hen the hot lye was 
poured down it combined with the grease 
adhering to the spout and formed strings of 
soft soap at the outlet. This proves how 
great m ust have been the accumulation of 
grease, and how ineffectual all agencies 
ot less strength would have been. The 
aim in this instance was to get rid of the 
offensive smell, not thinking the evil bad 
existed to such an extent as to cause any 
ailm ent to any member of the household. 
But in four or five weeks it came to m ind 
that the girl bad not had a m om ent's sick­ 
ness since, aud the lady fully believes that 
had the poison continued its work it would 
have cost that girl her life, and there is no 
telling how m any more fatalities. The 
plumber above mentioned recommended 
that the lye be used every few weeks. I 
would urge the great necessity for it during 
the season of closed doors and windows, 
when one is apt to shrink from contact 
w ith the outside air.—„V. 1~. Star.

DISCOVERY OF NATURAL GAS. 


I t W as K now n to th e C hinese F irs t—I ts 
H istory in A m erica. 
Charles A. A shburner, geologist, deliv­ 
ered an address recently before the F rank­ 
lin Institute on “ Natural Gas,” says Brad- 
street's. " Gas was known in the province 
Tsien Lun Tsing, China. 
W ells have been 
in existence 
there, drilled some three 
thousand feet deep, and the gas was con­ 
veyed through bamboo pipes and burned 
in clay burners. 
In this conntry, in 1775. 
W ashington set apart a squsxe mile of 
territory in Kanawha valley, Virginia, in 
which was a burning spring which he 
deeded to the public forever. H is purpose, 
however, was defeated. The first record of 
natural gas in use was in the village of Fre- 
donia, N. Y., some forty miles south of 
Buffalo, where 30 burners were supplied 
with gas and illnm inated the inn when 
General Lafayette passed the village in 
1821. Gas wa3 known in Pennsylvania 
since the earliest development of the oil 
regions in 1859. Since this date and until 
1831 m any gas wells were obtained, under 
varying pressures. In the vicinity of W il­ 
cox', 100 miles cast of Erie, a well was 
drilled 
in 
1865, 
from 
which 
large 
flows of gas occurred 
under a pres­ 
sure of 
six 
hundred 
pounds 
to the 
square inch. 
Until 1881 the only use made 
of the natural gas was for local illum ina­ 
tions, for local fuel, and for the manufact­ 
ure of a high-grade lampblack. Ninety- 
nine per cent, of the gas in the past was 
absolute waste, since it was perm itted to 
escape w ithout utilization. It is impossi­ 
ble to get at the exact loss, but approxi­ 
mately it can be said with truth that within 
the last two decades the am ount lost has 
been equivalent to 100,000,000 tons of coal, 
which is the present total veariy production 
of the U nited States, or a little more thau 
the entire production of the Pennsylvania 
coal fields for two years. 
This waste was 
due solely to the fact that there was no 
m ethad invented for the reduction of the 
great pressures, ranging from two hundred 
to six hundred pounds to the square inch, 
under which the gas comes from the wells 
to the requisite pressures of one pound for 
the mills and two or three ounces for do­ 
mestic purposes. The different rocks that 
have yielded gas in Pennsylvania are con­ 
fined exclusively to the Devonian forma­ 
tion and the carboniferous rocks.” Mr. 
A shburner stated that the occurrence of 
g3s had no connection with the occurrence 
of coal. 


H aw ks. O w ls a n d Gam e B ird s.—Daniel 
Steck. of Harrisburg, Pa., writes of the 
effect of the seaip law on the game supply: 
“Poultry was never so plentiful and cheap 
in W illiam sport as during the present sea­ 
son. and greater quantities were sent to 
distant m arkets than ever before. Game 
was never more abundant in the history of 
the county. The cause is of course attrib­ 
uted to the destruction of owls, foxes and 
m ink during the w inter of 1885 and 1886. 
If each of the 1,700 anim als killed had de­ 
stroyed during the whole season but a 
single broOi of pheasants, a brace or two 
of rabbits and as m any chickens and tur­ 
keys, the am ount would have been enor­ 
mous ; yet it would be an insignificant 
am ount' of food for each anim al to con­ 
sum e in a whole year. The writer has 
known a single pair of m inks to destroy 
twenty-seven half-grown chickens in one 
night. A single dealer in poultry and game 
in'the city of W illiam sport reports having 
bandied the present season 2,700 pheasants, 
not quite so m any rabbits, because every 
m arketm an that backed his wagon to the 
curb dispensed the cottontails w ith a lib­ 
eral hand,”— Forest and Stream. 


A G reat Bluft G am e iu U tah B etw een a 
M iner an d a G am bler. 
“ I saw a poker game once that I will 
never forget,” said Jeff Hanking. 
“ It was 
in Park City, U tsh, in 1865, when the m in­ 
ing boom in the Mormon Territory was 
at its hight. One Dight I dropped into 
How ard's Place to see a friend, and while 
standing at the bar my attention was drawn 
tc a remote corner of the room by a crowd 
of men who seemed to be very much inter­ 
ested in som ething there.

W hen N iag ara W as D ry. 
The w inter of 1848 had been one of the 
coldest on record,and such ice hasnever been 
know n on Lake Erie since as formed that 
season. It was of enormous thickness. 
It 
was quite iate in the spring before the ice 
was loosened, even about the shores of the 
lake. One day, near the end o f April, a 
very stiff northeasterly w ind came up, and 
its force was so great that it moved the great 
I fields of ice—then entirely separated from 
the shores—up the lake, piling the floes in 
great banks as they moved. The sight of 
those ice banks is described yet by those 
who witnessed it as one of m ost awful 
grandenr. Toward night the wind changed 
suddenly to the opposite quarter, and grew 
into a terrible gale from that direction, 
The lake's surface was packed with m inia­ 
ture icebergs, and these were hurled back 
by the gale w ith such trem endous force 
that an impenetrable dam was formed in 
the neck of the lake from which Niagara 
river flows, and the great current of water 
which finds its way from the lake in the 
rushing channel of th at stream, to be 
dashed over the gigantic precipice at the 
falls was so held in check that not more 
than one-quarter of its usual volume could 
find a passage through the imm ense pack 
of ice. 
As this pack was stubborn, it was 
naturally but a short tim e before the falls 
had drained nearly all the water out of the 
river. This, of course, occurred during the 
night, and people who lived in Niagara 
village knew no'thing of the phenomenon 
until next morning, when the noise of the 
cataract was alm ost missing. The A m eri­ 
can channel had alm ost dwindled to a 
creek in comparison with Its original pro­ 
portions. while the British chanuel resem­ 
bled some ordinary river in the droughts 
of August. Goat Island was as big as two 
Goat islands, as the water bad shrunk 
from every side, leaving a wide expanse of 
wet, slimy, jagged rocks, which no eye in 
that vicinity had ever seen before. The 
bed of the Canadian Rapids, far out into 


the stream, was dry, as was the space be­ 
tween the lower end of Goat Island, and 
out beyond the tower. The rocks thus ex­ 
posed were black and forbidding, giving the 
dry river bed the appearance of a track of 
charred stumps. The I hree Sisters looked 
forlorn in tbeir enhanced dimensions. The 
great jet of water which had, from tim e out 
of m ind, leaped into the air about 300 hun­ 
dred yards south of this group of islands 
in the great rapids, and which is leaping 
there to-day, was not leaping that m orn­ 
ing, and, as some one remarked that day, 
the tremendous roar of Niagara had sub­ 
sided to a moan. 
The scene was at once desolate, strange 
and awful to contemplate. 
The whole 
village was out exploring caves, dark re­ 
cesses, curious formations in the rocks, and 
other rem arkable features of the cataract 
and rapids ¡ hat no mortal eye had probably 
ever gazed upon before. 
These explora­ 
tions were made safely to the very brink of 
Horseshoe Rapids. 
A Mr. Holly drove a 
horse and buggy from the head' of Goat 
Island clear to the spot where the leaping 
jet of 
water had always writhed and 
foamed. H e also cut several sticks of tim ­ 
ber near the brink of Horseshoe Falls, had 
them hewed there, aud hauled them far 
away with four horses. These sticks—they 
were large, fine tim bers—are in the frame 
of some house at the falls now. 
This re­ 
m arkable condition of affairs at the cataract 
continued all day, and showed no sign of 
a change when the people went to bed that 
night. 
W hen they arose in the morning, 
however, the old fam iliar thunder of the 
falls was again shaking the earth as before, 
and the river and rapids were again the 
seething, whirling, irresistible torrent of 
old. The ice in the lake had shifted again, 
and some tim e in the night the long- 
restrained volume of water had rushed 
down and claimed its ow n.—Boston Tran­ 
script. 


T he F a rm e rs o f A m erica. 
Very few people appreciate the im port­ 
ance of the American farm ing interests, 
was an im portant fact recently stated by 
the editor of the Herald, of this city. 
We 
hear, he added, the everlasting bum of our 
manufactories night and day, and every 
orator who talks about the splendor of this 
country refers in the most glowing lan­ 
guage to our workshops, and mills, and 
looms, and forges and trip hammers. 
But 
the farmer is seldom heard of. H e sits 
quietly in the background by the side of 
his plow and thrashing m achine, as though 
he were of little account. 
W e can easily recognize his value to the 
nation, however, by a few figures which 
may startle our readers, unless they have 
already looked into the subject w ith some 
care. Of our entire exports 84 per cent, 
comes from the ground and from mines, 
forests and fisheries, whole only 10 per 
cent, is the product of m achinery. The 
cotton of the South and the grain of the 
W est hold a dual control over our national 
prosperity. 
One keeps the spindles of 
England busy, and the other feeds the 
world. 
Europe has, therefore, almost as 
m uch interest in the products of American 
soil as we have ourselves. A loss of these 
two crops for a single season would create 
a panic throughout the civilized world. 
There are in America over 4,000,000 
farms, large and small. They cover nearly 
300,000,000 acres of improved land, and 
their total value is something like $10,000,­ 
000,000. These figures are not, of course, 
comprehensible. They simply convey the 
idea of vastness of area and equal vastness 
of importance. The estimated value of 
the yearly product of these farms is be­ 
tween $1,00(1,000,000 and $3,000.000,000. 
W hat America takes out of the ground, 
therefore, has much to de with the pros­ 
perity and happiness of the nation. W hat 
helps the farmer helps all, and what hurts 
him hurts us all. 
His well-tilled acres are 
the heart of the republic, and each pulse 
drives the product of the country into 
every m arket on the planet.—Foreign Trade 
Gazette, ,V. Y.

There is nothing worse for domestic an­ 
imals than to scare them half to death. 
Fright uses np the vital forces more than 
work, more than the growth of flesh or fat, 
m ore than anything else, unless it is per­ 
sistent starvation. 
W e have had two men working for ns 
w i.h teams, on the same farm at the same 
time. 
One would take his horses from the 
stable when they had been refreshed by a 
few days’ rest, and were feeling well, and 
because they were pretty frisky while they 
were be'ng harnessed, and the off horse 
did not kee» the furrow well at the 
first send-off, would get out of patience and 
yell at his team till finally they would 
break into a trot, when he would throw the 
plow to the full depth into the first hum ­ 
mock he could find, bring the team to a full 
stop, and by this tim e they would be well 
in a " lather,” and quivering with excite­ 
ment. After he had yelled for a few m in­ 
utes, and the horses had become fully 
frightened, they had used up 
enough

row of nice fresh furrows to show as an 
equivalent for the “steam" the other man 
had used up in mere fret and fume and 
worry and passion. 
As it is with larger animals, so it is true 
of fow ls; if you at all times exercise kind­ 
ness towards them, they will doubly repay 
you for all your care and kind attention.—

SENATE. 


F e id a y , M a rc h 1th. 
The Senate met at 10 o’clock a . M .,;th e Presi­ 
dent in the chair. 
The committee appointed to inquire into the 
alleged failure to transm it S. B. 194 to the As­ 
sembly, reported that the blame attached to the 
Clerks at tne desk. 
The Chair announced that unless Senators re­ 
turned to the Secretary of State any Codes in 
their possession belonging to the State, the value 
of the same would l»e deducted from their per 
diem. 
White moved to postpone consideration of the 
reports in the Rvland Conklin contest until 
Monday next at 2:30 p. m. 
Abbott moved as a substitute that that the liy- 
l&nd-OonkUn contest be considered at once. 
Pending a vote on the substitute a call of the 
Senate was had. 
It was evident that some of the Republican 
Senators were uot aware of the fact that there 
existed a majority in favor of retaining Conklin 
Í Republican) in his seat, and consequently they 
favored the postponement. 
Others, realizing 
the fact that if the m atter were to go over until 
Monday it would be possible to defeat Conklin’s 
chances of retaining his seat, strenuously op­ 
posed postponement. 
White got the floor shortly before tlfe noon 
hour, and spoke until the recess was ordered. 
Afternoon Session. 
On reassembling a numl>er of Senators were 
found to be absent, and a call of the Senate was 
had. 
On resuming business the roll was called on 
Abbott’» substitute, to at once proceed with the 
consideration of the subject. The substitute 
was lost—ayes. 16; uoes, 24. 
White’s motion then prevailed. 
Goucher moved to take up his motion to re­ 
consider the vote whereby the Glenn county 
bill liad been denied a second reading. 
Cluuie moved as a substitute to tek eu p th e 
motion to reconsider the vote whereby the 
debris-darn bill was passed. 
Walrath moved to amen 1 by indefinitely post­ 
poning the motion to reconsider the vole 
whereby the debris-dam bill was passed. [With­ 
draw n.| 
Goucher withdrew his motion. 
Clunie’s substitute was carried—ayes, 24: noes, 
16. 
Chandler moved that the enacting clause of 
8. B. 51 (the debris-dam bill) be stricken out. 
Dray called for the previous questiou. 
Goucher raised the point of order that his mo­ 
tion had precedence. Ruled out of order, and 
Goucher appealed from the decision of the 
Chair. 
A heated argument resulted, Goucher denying 
th at he had withdrawn his motion to recon­ 
sider. and others stoutly insisting that he had. 
Patterson said he was satisfied that the Wal­ 
rath debris-dam bill had gone up the flume, and 
the methods by which it had been brought about 
had uot raised >n his estimation some of the 
Senators on the floor. 
[ Message from the Governor, announcing his 
approval of S. B. 840, requiring the pavment of 
premiums by insurance companies: also, 8. B. 
4b, to provide certain improvements at the 
Home for the Deaf, Dumb and Blind; also, 8 B. 
2ÍW, relating to time and ptuce of holding ses­ 
sions of Superior Courts; abo, S. B. 40S, to pay 
the rent of the Hastings College of Law: also, S. 
B. 431, to prevent the introduction of contagious 
diseases.] 
. 
The roll was called on sustaining the Chair, 
and by a vote of 19 ayes to 20 noes the Senate re­ 
fused to sustain the Chair 
In reference to the question as to whether or 
not Goucher had withdrawn his motion condi­ 
tionally or definitely—which was the subject of 
a warm debate—it may be stated (and should 
have been urged by the opponents of the debris- 
dam bill, while the subject was being discussed) 
that Mr. Goucher s exact words were as follows: 
“ I withdraw my motion.*’ 
Nothing more nor 
less occurred at the lime, and Senators on both 
sides of the quest: on were “ all at sea,” whereas 
the whole matter at issue might have been set­ 
tled by having the minutes read. 
«ioucheris motion was then lost—ayes 18, 
noes 22. 
Chandler moved to nrooeed with the consid­ 
eration of the reconsideration of the bill under 
cousideration. 
C&miuetti raised the point of order that the 
bill was not before the Senate. Ruled out of 
order. 
Caminctti then moved to make the whole 
m atter the special order ior to-morrow mo ruine 
at 10 o’clock. 
Dray called lor the previous question, and 
another wrangle ensued. 
The Chair ruled that Chandler’s motion to 
strike out the enacting clause waa in order, 
and Cnmiuetti appealed therefrom. 
By a vote of 22 aves to 18 noes the Chair was 
sustained. 
Caminctti moved to adjourn. Ruled out of 
order, and auo.lier appeal was taken. The 
Chair was sustained—ayes 22, noes 18. 
The roll was called on the reconsideration of 
the bill, with the following result:

Chandler, 
Clunie, Crandall, 
Dixon, Dray. Gesford. 
Hitishaw, Langford. 
iAiiiahau, McCarthy, McCudden. Binder. Rose.

Noes—Abbott, 
Bowers, 
Briccland, Byrnes, 
Cim inctti, Conklin, Crimmins. Goucher,* Hall, 
Haynes, Jones. McDonald, 
Meaney, Moflitt, 
Murphy, Patterson, Vrooman, Walrath, White 
—19. 
Walrath changed his vote from no to aye, and 
gave uotice of a motion to reconsider. 
Chandler raised the point of order that a sec­ 
ond reconsideration could not be had, and the 
Chair so ruled. 
. 
Camiuetti appealed from the decision of the 
Chair. 
Goucher moved to adjourn. Lost. 
Somebody moved & call of the Senate, and the 
motion was lost. 
Goucher renewed his motion to adjourn. 
Lost. 
Goucher then moved a call of the Senate. 
Lost. 
The Chair ordered the roll called on the ap­ 
peal from the ruling of the Chair ou t handler's 
point of order that a second reconsideration 
could uot be had. 
Goucher moved to adjourn. Declared out r f 
order, and Caminctti appealed from* the decis­ 
ion. The appeal was lost. 
C a m in c tti m o v e d that a re c e s s b e ta k e n u n til 
7:30 p. m . 
S o o rd e re d . 
Evening Session. 
The Senate re-assembled at 7:30, and Walrath, 
taking the floor, claimed that the friends of the 
debris-dam bill had the right to demand a re­ 
consideration of the vote w hereby the enacting 
clause was stricken out. 
Camiuetti indorsed the position. He admitted 
that there had been one reconsideration, but 
the subsequent striking out of the enacting 
clause opened the road for a reconsideration of 
that vote. 
Clmudler argued that the striking out of the 
enacting clause was the same—both in fact and 
effect-as the defeat of a bill. There was no 
rule of parliamentary law, and no precedent, 
for any such action as the frieuds of the bill de­ 
m anded. 
Dray spoke to the same effect, and instanced 
raises in which the same question had been set­ 
tled during the present session. The striking 
out of the enacting clause was the death-blow 
to the bill, anil it could not be resuscitated. 
Caandlir, in the course of his remarks, re 
ferred good naturedly to the disposition of law­ 
yers to twist ami turn knotty questions. To this 
remark Goucher replied in heated language. 
The Senate was thrown into a convulsion of 
laughter, however, when Chandler arose and 
aaia he had no idea that the latriffrs of the Sen­ 
ate would take any offense at his remark, and 
that he utterly disclaimed any intention of in­ 
cluding the Mariposa gentleman among the 
lawyers. He had never dreamed of him in such 
a connection. 
The roll was then called on sustaining the 
ruling of the Chair—that there could uot be a 
second reconsideration of the same subject m at­ 
ter. The result w as-ayes 22. noe> 1*. 
Goucher sent to the desk—on behalf of Sena­ 
tors Walrath, Patterson and himself—a protest 
against the ruling of the Chair and of the Sen­ 
ate in declaring that the consideration of Senate 
bill 51 was in order after he (Goucher) had 
yielded the floor to Senator Chandler, to call up 
the reconsideration of the passage of the bill. 
He moved that the protest be spread upon the 
journal. The document embraced a resolution 
expunging from the journal all proceedings 
had m the matter of the reconsideration of Sen­ 
ate bill No. 51. 
Chandler moved to lay the protest on the 
table. 
Caminctti raised the point of order that the 
document could not be disposed of in that way, 
and/the Chair ruled the point well taken. 
The ‘ negro in the brush-pile” l>eiDg dis­ 
covered, the resolution was hotly dcnouuced by 
several Senators, and considerable confusion 
ensued. 
Gesford briefly scored the authors of the reso­ 
lution for attempting to smuggle into the 
journal of the Senate a resolution that, in so 
many words, caused the Senate to stultify itself 
in the action taken on the bill. He did not 
deny the right of any Senator, or number of 
Senators, to protest against any action of the 
Senate, but he did deny their riglU to commit 
the Senate to a course of procedure that would 
make it ridiculoui in the eyes of men. 
¡^Senator Vrooman said : Mr. President, this is 
tne first time I have ever heard a voice raised 
against the right of jietition by any number of 
citizens. Why, sir, the greatest eryiug evil 
which drove the Puritan fathers from their na­ 
tive land was that they were denied the right of 
petition, and the right of protest. Sir. 1 am 
surprised that the feenator from Sutter should 
stand here upon this floor and insist that this 
protest should uot go upon the records. My 
m ind, sir, goes back to 1883—and there are a few 
o f the Seuators of that body now upon this 
floor, and the Senator from butter is one of 
them . I recall, sir, the stormy times and heated 
discussions in this Senate tor days and days, 
when, sir, the rights of the minority were over­ 
ridden and trampled upon. 
WE HA P NO REDRESS 
Except that,sir, which lies in the line of putting 
upon that rec.rd, in proper form, our protest at 
the action that was taken in this boa? by the 
m ajority against the mmoritv. And, sir, I call 
the attention of the Seuator from Sutter to the 
fact that upon three several occasions during 
that session, when we were so incensed at the 
m anner in which we had been treated, that the 
•only remedy we had, the only way that we 
could placu’upon that record our protest against 
the actiou of the majority of thi> body , was to do 
it exactly in the manner in which it is sought 
to be done here to-night, aud his name appears 
upon 9 'ery 
one of 
the 
protests; 
and. 
sir his voice was then raised in proper íudiena- 
tio’n that the majority should attempt to deny 
to us the right which every American citizen 
has, v iz : 
THE RIGHT OF PETITION. 
■Now, sir, the Senators who have signed that 


paper have the legal right that it shall be placed 
i upon that journal'. If 'here is a statement in 
I that paper which is not true, as is stated, then, 
sir, tne Senate has the right to make the protest 
toufor n to the facts.and having done, that these 
Senators huve the right to have it placed upon 
the record. In this connection. 1 respectftillv 
call your attention to the following. I am read 
ing now lrom the 8¿nate journal of the twenty - 
tiith session: 
“ PROTEST. 
“ The undersgned protest against the consid­ 
eration at the present time by this Senate of 
Assembly Bill No. 128—‘ An Act to divide the 
State into Assembly Districts, and to provide 
for the elec ion of Assemblymen therein ’—on 
the ground that said bill was not passed by the 
Assembly by the comtitutlonai majority, as ap­ 
pears by Assembly journal of Monday, Febru­ 
ary 26.1883,' page 4; and that the attempted 
passage of said bill, by ordering the journal to 
be corrected, as shown on page 3 of the minutes 
of the Assembly of Tuesday. February 27,1883, 
was done, notwithstanding the protest of a large 
number of said House, as appears on page 9 of 
the last named day’s journal, aud without any 
evidence having been presented that the previ­ 
ous day’s journal was erroneous In fact m the 
particular named.’ 
Signed by George E. Whitney. David McClure, 
Henry Vrooman. Thomas Fraser. George II. 
Ferry. J. Routier, A. L. Chandler, H. W. Wallis. 
I tiirn, sir, to page 346 of the journal : 


“ PROTEST. 
“ The uudersigncd lierebv solemnly protest 
against the indorsement by this Senate of th* 
conclusions of the majority of the Committee 
on State Prisons and Prison Buildings concern­ 
ing the management of the State Prison at San 
Quentin, Senators having been denied tht priv­ 
ilege of personal examination of the testimony 
UDon which were based such conclusions, by 
the refusal of the majority to allow said tern 
mony to be priuted and placed upon the desks 
of the Senators.’’ 
Signed by David McClure, George E. Whituev, 
Henry Vrooman. Thomas * rarer, A. L. Chand­ 
ler. George H. Perry, H. W. Wallis, J. Routier, 
W. W. Kellogg. 
Now. Mr. President, to emphasize this point, 
I direct attention of the Senators to the fact 
upon which these protests were based. A com­ 
mittee had been Hpi>oiiited bv the Senate to in­ 
vestigate the affairs at San Quentin. They pur­ 
sued the investigation, and made their report 
to the Senate. We claimed that the Senators 
who were not on that committee had a right to 
examine the testimony. The majority of this 
Senate denied us the right of examining the 
testimony taken by the committee, in order that 
we might give a correct vote upon that ques­ 
tion, and we thereupon resorted to the only 
means that we had at our command—to put in 
proper form out protest: and we sent it to the 
desk and demunded that it be recorded in the 
journal, and it was so recorded Without a single 
dissenting vote. 
I next read, sir, from page 411 of the same 
journal - 
MR. M’CLURE OFFERED T H * FOLLOWING PROTEST: 
“Mr. President: The undersigned hereby pro­ 
test against the action of the Senate, in the m at­ 
ter of the passage of Assembly Bill No. 129. and 
assign the following reasons therefor, to wit: 
“F.rst—That; an amendment to said bill was 
projiosed on its third reading niid final passage, 
which amendment substituted entire new mut­ 
ter for each and every section of said bill, and 
was adopted without a suspension of the rules 
of the Senate and section fifteen of ar.icle four 
of the Constitution. 
“Second—Tbatp said bill as amended by said 
substitute was not read ou three several days in 
each House, as required by the provisions of 
said section of the Constitution, and said pro­ 
visions were not dispensed with.’’ 
This protest was signed by J. Routier, A. L. 
Chandler, Geo. H. Perry. Henry Vrooman. David 
McClure and Thos. Fraser. 
The facts relating to this protest in brief were 
as follows: The Assembly had passed an ap­ 
portion ment bill: it came to the Senate, and 
when the Senate bill was upon its third rcadiug 
they put it in place of the Assembly bill, and 
after working here for twenty-four hours trying 
to get that bill withdrawn—'after working here, 
sir. trying to show the majoritv of this Senate 
that they had no right to consider that matter in 
that place, they voted us down by mere force of 
numbers. They made it a party question, and 
agiiiu we w tre' compelled, sir. to re-ort to the 
protest as the only m anner in which we could 
put upon record our opinion as to the treatment 
we had received at the hands of a majorijy of 
the 8euate * 
Senator Crandall—Havojany of these protests 
that you have read any resolution in them*.’ 
Senator Vrooman—No, there is no resolution 
in auy of them. 
1 do not understaud there is 
any resolution here. 
There is no resolution 
here in the present protest which this 8enatc is 
called upon to vote upon. I had never seeu or 
heard ot the protest until it was read from the 
desk. I submit to you. Senator Crandall, that if 
a body of people hereto assemble in this citv. 
and were to petition or protest to this body, and 
should embody in that protest or petition a 
resolution, if we were not called upon to give a 
vote upon ihat resolution, would that be anv 
reason why it should not go upon this journal*? 
Mr. Crandall—Is it not proper to make a mo­ 
tion to lay that resolution on the tablé ? 
Mr. Vrooman—Mr. President, I am discussing 
the proposition that the Senators have a right to 
petition guaranteed by the Constitution of our 
country. I say, sir, this Senate has no right to 
take any vote upon that question at all; that is 
ray j»osition upon this question. 
Senator Dray—If the resolution does not stute 
the fact®, do you then ask that it should be 
spread upon the minutes? It claims that the 
bill was on the general file. I claim that it was 
belore the • cuate and not uj»ou the general file 
—it don’t state the laets. 
Senator Vroomau—Mi. President. I do not sup 
pose that there ever wa3 a petition or protest 
made under the sun, that the people agaiust 
whom it was filed, did not dispute its state­ 
ments. Why, sir. if we will let our minds go 
back a few years, when there were manv people 
upon this continent whore limbs were bound in 


THE SHACKLES OF SLAVERY AND HUMAN BONDAGE. 
I say, if we will go back to that time and ex­ 
amine the record* of Congress and of the Senate 
of the United States, we will find, sir, almost 
even* page of that record showing a petition 
upon tne one side or a petition upon the other 
by the people who do not believe in the doctrine 
of human slavery. 
I do not mppose, sir, that 
there ever was a petition of that kind that the 
majority of those l>odies did not dispute tlie cor­ 
rectness of the facts as recited in the protest. 
Sir, they cannot prod ucea.single iu'tance where 
the resolution or protest was denied ihe right of 
being placed upon the journal. If the Senators 
will turn to the Constiiution ot the United States 
they will find there iu express language the 
position that the right of petition has ulwavs 
been a right of the Aincricau citizen—a right fio 
has as long as he treads upon his native land. I 
think it is exceedingly unfortunate, sir. that in 
a deliberate body of this kind there should be 
exhibited so much animosity and so much feel­ 
ing over a question as has been developed here 
during the last three or four days. I sav to you. 
gentlemen, if this paper which thev* seek to 
place upon this record is not a statement of 
facts, that you have a right to file a counter pro­ 
test. Questions like this out to be settled w ith­ 
out any reference at all. These, sir, are the onlv 
safeguards that the Constitutions of this country 
have. Are you going to deny to these Senators, 
representing honest and intelligent constituen­ 
cies, the right that is accorded to every Ameri­ 
can citizen in the United States? 
Senators 
should govern their action upon questions like 
these, not by partisanship, but they should be 
decided In an unprejudiced aud unbiased man­ 
ner. We are setting precedents here to-day that 
will be called up in the future.exactly the same 
as the precedents in the past have been called 
up to-night in the discussion of this question. 
Now, sir. I do hope. I l>eseech you, that vou will 
allow this protest 
to be spread upon the 
record. 
In the 
interest of oppressed hu­ 
manity 
in 
th*' 
future, 
do 
not 
place 
here upon the records of this, the highest 
legislative department in this State„a precedent 
that will in the future be used as an excuse for 
rejecting a petition or protest sent here by large 
bodies of people, who may feel that they have 
been wronged or injured either by some’ action 
of this body or by the action of the iieople on 
the outside. Now. Mr. President ana Senators, 
I did not intend to say anything upon this sub­ 
ject, because I believe that the time taken up 
In its discussion could be more profitably occu­ 
pied in considering other important questions 
before this body; but. sir. I would be unfaithful 
to myself and would be recreant to the con­ 
stituency that has placed me in this position, if 
I should allow myself to sit here and quietly 
see such a preeeaeut passed down to our pos­ 
terity. I again enter my protest against doing 
anything with this protest except placing it 
upon the journal, where it properly and right­ 
fully belongs. 
i,’handler replied, claiming that no analogy 
existed bet ween the eases cited and that now 
betore the Senate. The resolution now under 
consideration declares that the action of the 
Senate was uot regular, and in so mauv words 
expunges from the records the actional ready 
had. 
Patterson said that if he thought the document 
offered was going to create such ieeling he 
would not have signed it.

Olb P lants.—It seems strange that out 
of more than 120,000 species of plants 
known to botanists only about 250 have 
been put to nse by man ; yet thig proportion 
is much greater than in the animal world, 
from which onlv some 200 species have 
been selected, while the animal kingdom 
reckons millions of species. 
De Candolle 
names 247 useful cultivated plants, of which 
44 appear to have been cultivated for more 
than 4JXK) years, and 67 for less than 2,000 
years. The plants of modern adoption are 
chiefly artificial fodders, and within the 
last 2(000 years men have commenced the 
cultivation of not a single species which 
can rival maize, rice, the sweet potato, the 
potato, the bread fiuit, the date, cereals, 
millets, sorghums, the banana, or soy. 
The ancients enjoyed use of these—3,000, 
4 000 or 5.000 years, perhaps even in some 
r ases 6,000 years ago. 
A remarkable fact is 
that more than three-fourths of the plants 
which have been cultivated for more than 
4,000 years are still found wild in identical 
form.

It is 
stated that the trouble arose at a meeting 
of the Carmen’s Assembly of the Knights 
of Labor regarding the distribution of mon­ 
ey obtained by the entertainment given 
under the auspices of the carmen. The 
Assembly decided that the money should 
be divided among all the needy strikers, 
while those who are engaged in the omni­ 
bus enterprise claimed that it should be 
turned over to them for the maintenance 
of the line. 
Jt was also stated that the 
'bus line was not paying expenses. This 
finally led to a vote being taken on the 
proposition to declare the strike off, the 
motion being carried. 
From other sources it is learned that it 
was decided to defer declaring the strike 
off until Monday. 
The strikers state that some time between 
last night and this m orning some person or 
persons entered the stables of the 'bus line, 
on Pacific avenue, near Polk street, and 
not only emptied the safe of wbat money 
it contained, but carried off almost every 
article of value in the placg. The conclu­ 
sion was a l’once reached that the work 
was that of some of their im patient breth­ 
ren, who could not wait for a general divis­ 
ion of the assets.

Bloody Street F ight B etw een A m ericans 
a n d M exicans. 
N ogai.es, March 4t.b.—Last night about 
8 o’clock, Deputy Sheriff James Speedy 
saw Lieutenant Gi itterez with four armed 
soldiers crossing a bridge over a small dry 
creek into the United States. He immedi­ 
ately called on Henry Littlepage and Dr. 
Purdy to go with him and see why an 
armed 
party should enter the 
United 
States. 
On arriving in front of the Amer­ 
ican Custom House, the Lieutenant of the 
Mexican trooi>s stepped in front of Little­ 
page and covering him with a revolver de­ 
manded the release of a Mexican named 
Rincon, whom they supposed the Amer­ 
ican authorities were holding as a prisoner. 
Littlepage replied: “ I have no prisoner,” 
and immediately snatched the six-shooter 
out of the Lieutenant’s hand. Placing him 
under arrest, the American officers started 
for the main street of the town. 
On crossing the railroad track the Lieu­ 
tenant called on his soldiers, who were 
concealed in the dry bed of the creek, to 
release him. 
They immediately ran to 
the American officers, and one of the sol­ 
diers, covering Littlepage with his rifle, de­ 
manded the release of his Lieutenant. 
Sheriff Speedy commanded Littlepage to 
fire upon the soldier, aud immediately fired 
himself at the soldier who had Littlepage 
covered. This soldier also fired at little ­ 
page, but Littlepage knocked thegun aside, 
and at the same time drawiDg his revolver, 
fired at the Mexican. The firing then be­ 
came general between the three officers 
and the Mexican soldiers. The Mexicans 
retreating across the international line into 
Mexico, the American officers iollowing 
np and shooting until their weapons were 
empty, when they ran to Main street and 
procured fresh ammunition. 
By this time the American population 
was aroused, and every man who could 
procure weapons, armed himself, expecting 
an attack every moment from the Mexican 
soldiers, who Lad been ordered out by Col. 
Arrizu. their commander, and stationed on 
the railroad platform, in front of the Mex­ 
ican Custom House. 
News was soon brought that one Mexi­ 
can soldier was m ortally wounded. 
It is now learned that the cause of armed 
men being sent into the United States was 
for the purpose of coir pelling a Mexican 


prostitute, with whom Colonel Arvizu has 
been living and who had refused to cohabit 
with him any longer, to return to his em­ 
brace, and, upon being discovered by the 
officers, they made a bold bluff to cover up 
their intentions. 
Acting United States 
Consul W. B. Groseclose has taken the 
matter in hand, and this morning made a 
demand upon the Mexican authorities for 
Lieutenant Guitterez. 
More trouble is looked for to-night, as it 
is expected that Colonel Arvizu will seek 
revenge. 
Governor Torres has been advised ot the 
situation of affairs and will arrive here to­ 
morrow morning. 
General Miles has been requested by the 
United 8tates Attorney, at Tucson, to send 
troops here immediately. 
The Captain of the Home Guard at 
Crittenden has been requested to forward 
all the available arms and 1,000 rounds of 
ammunition, which will arrive this after­ 
noon, when Deputy Sheriff Speedy will 
summon a posse and issue arms for the 
protection o f the citizens. 
R e serv atio n In d ia n s S tealing Stock. 
Benson, March 4th.—Aggressions are be­ 
ing made by the San Carlos Apaches which 
puts the settlers out of humor. 
News 
from Dripping Springs, of undoubted au­ 
thority, elicits the fact that the savages get 
off the reservation and steal stock of all 
kinds in large quantities. Several recent 
thefts were proved to a lot of Indians who 
left Captain Smith's band on the Gila and 
then proceeded to within fifteen miles of 
the boundary, where they stole some thirty 
horses and then decamped for the mount­ 
ains, where they could not be found.

Tbs am ount shown 
by the last annual reports made to the State 
authorities by the city and State savings 
banks of New York is $534,000,000.000, 
owned by 1,286,000 individual depositors. 
Ninety per cent, of the depositors are said 
to be wage-workers, with surplus earnings 
in savings banks am ounting to $480,000,000. 
The total aggregate in six New England 
States and State of New York is $1,480,000,­ 
000 of surplus capital-bearing interest be­ 
longing to the wage-workers in but seven 
States of the LInion.
